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THE HOUSE DISPOSES OF TWO 1M- 
PORTANT BILLS. 

THIRTY ADDITIONAL LIFE-SAVING STATIONS 

VOTED FOR UNDER A SUSPENSION OF 

THE RULES—THE BILL TO RESTORE THE 


JAPANESE INDEMNITY FUND PASSED IN 
THE SAME WAY. 


WasHIncton, Feb. 20.—Mr. Cox’s bill to 
promote the efficiency of the Life-saving Ser- 
vice was passed to-day in the House under a 
suspension of the rules. This bill provides for 
the establishment of 30 additional life-saving 
stations and six houses of refuge. Three of 
the new stations are to be in Maine, near 
Damariscotta Island, on Hunniwell’s Beach, 
and near the entrance of Portland Harbor. 
One is to be placed near the entrance 
of Portsmouth Harbor, New-Hampshire. In 
Massachusetts there area to be six new sta- 
tions—one on Cape Ann, one between Cohas- 
set and Scituate Harbors, one at Wood End, 
one on Cape Cod, an! two in the neighbor- 
hood of Nantucket. In New-Jersey there are 
to be two—one on Brigantine Beach and one 
on Seven-Mile Beach. There are also to be 
one new station near Lewes, Del.; five on 
the coast between Cape Henlopen and Cape 


Charles, three on the coast of North 
Carolina, ana one in Texas, with six 
new houses of refuge on the east 
coast of Florida. Provision is made 
for eight new_stations on the coasts of Lake 

fichiganand Lake Superior. All district Su- 
perintendents are to be disbursing officers and 
paymasters and have the power and perform 
the duties of Inspectors of Customs. Their sal- 
_aries are to be as follows: In Maine and 
New-Hampshire, $1,800; im Massachusetts, 
$2,000; im KhLode Island and -Long Island, 
$2,500; in New-Jersey, the same; in the Dela- 
ware and Chesapeake Bays, $2,000; between 
Chesapeake Bay and Cape Fear River, $2,500; 
in Friorida, $1,000; on the Gulf coast, $1,800; 
on Lakes Ontario and Erie, $2,500; on Lakes 
Huron and Superior, $2,500; on Lake Michi- 
gan, $2,500, and on the Pacific coast, $1,800. 
The pay of the keepers of stations or houses of 
refuge may be fixed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and shall not exceed $800. Noone 
opposed the bill, except Mr. Reagan, of Texas, 
who talked mildly about the cost of the 
proposed changes, and complained because 
néariy all the stations were on the North 
Atlantic coast, while Texas had only five. 
Mr. Cox made an eloquent appeal in behalf of 
his bill, and asserted that the service had saved 
11,000 lives and $15,000,000 worth of property 
since 1871, The stations were properly dis- 
tributed according to the demands of com- 
merce and the dangerous character of the 
coast. There were none on the Gulf coast ex- 
cept in Texas, because they were not 
needed on any other part of that 
coast line; nor were they needed in 
South Carolina or Georgia. He declared 
that the keepers, who are receiving only $400 
‘per annum, ~vould abandon the service if their 
salaries were not raised, They were not poli- 
ticians, but brave men who risked their lives 
for others. On the New-Jersey and Long 
Island coasts there were about 1,000 lives lost 
in each year before the establishment of the 
service, but in the last 11 years the number 
had been only 29. The bill was passed without 
difficulty. 

The House also passed the bill, reported from 
the Committee on Fereign Affairs, to restore 
the Japanese indemnity fund. Mr. Williams, 
Chairman of the committee, explained the 
bill in a short speech, and there were only 
two negative votes, both from the Democratic 
side. The amount of the fund when received 
from Japan was $785,000, It was invested in 
bonds, and will amount, with interest, on June 
1, 1882, to $1,793,117, The bill provides that of 
this sum a little more than $1,500,000 shall be 
returned to Japan, and that the remainder shall 
be given to the officers and crew of the United 
States ship Wyoming and to the officers and 
crew of the steamer Takiang. The bill has 
been favorably reported by the committees of 
several Congresses, and was passed with hardly 
a dissenting vote by the Senate in the last Con- 
gress. The story of the circumstances under 
which the money was taken has been told in the 

sress hundreds of times, and great commercial 

odies have appealed to congress for several 
years in behalt of the bill. It is expected that 
the early action of the House in this Congress 
will insure its passage by the Senate and make 
it a law. 

The House to-day fixed upon the second 
Tuesday in March as the day for beginning 
the consideration of the bill to restrict Chinese 
immigration, and upon the first ‘tuesday of 
that month as the day for taking up several 
bills by which it is proposed to transfer pri- 
vate claims from Congress to the Court of 
Claims. Some bili of this kind will be strongly 
supported. The bill favored by the Committee 
on Claims proposes that the court shall only 
find the facts and refer them to Congress for 
judgment. Other bills propose to take the 
claims entirely out of Congress, and Mr. 
Springer has offered a constitutional amend- 
ment forbidding legislation on private claims. 
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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20, 1882, 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $293,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $633,088 75, and from Customs $975,293 25. 

Thé Controller of the Currency has author- 
ized the Citizens’ National Bank of Friend- 
ship, N. Y., to begin business with a capital of 
£50,000. 

Gen. Grant is expected at the White House 
rs the guest of the President for a few days at 
the end of this month. He will stop here en 
route to the South. 

The President and the Secretary of War, 
who were expected to attend the Harvard re- 
union in New-York to-morrow night, will not 
be able to go by reason of pressing official 
business, 

The House held a session this evening for the 
consideration of the District Code bill. There 
was only a small attendance of members. 
Forty-one of the 825 pages of the measure 
were considered. 

A bill introduced by Mr. Kelley in the House 
to-day appropriates $966,120, or so much 
thereof as may be found to be due the officers, 
seamen, and marfnes of Admiral Farragut’s 
fleet for captures made in the Mississippi River, 
at New-Orleans, April 25, 1862. 

An extensive business has recently been car- 
ried on by jewelers throughout the country 
in **mending’’ mutilated coins by filling up 
the holes with gold or silver. ‘the Director of 
the Mint has decided that as soon asa coin is 
mutilated it ceases to be a coin and is simply 
bullion, and no patching can make it good. 


Mr. Robinson introduced a resolution in the 
flouse to-day which declares “that the sym- 


pathy of this Congress be and it hereby is ex- 
tended to the unhappy laboring classes of Ire- 
iand im their efforts to effect a reform in the 
present oppressive tenant system prevailing in 
that country, and to their representatives now 
in prison.” 

A bill introduced in the House to-day by 
Mr. Pierce, of Indiana, provides that all sol- 


diers and sailors who are now receiving $36 
er month under the act of Feb. 28, 1877, shall 
ereafter receive $48 per month, and, that the 
difference between $36 and $48 per month 
shall be paid to such pensioners from Feb. 28, 
1877, to the date of the passage of this bill. 

Mr. Cox offered a resolution to-day directing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to communi- 
rate all the information in his department 
regarding the lost steamer Bahama. The res- 
ylution alleges that certain vessels called 
steamers sail out of New-York under the 
English flag and with American certificates; 
that the Bahama was unseaworthy, and that 
there are other unseaworthy vessels, of which 
fact the Superintendent of Steam-boat Inspec 
tors has been advised. 

It is stated that there will be no minority 
report of the Senate committee which has 
been investigating the Treasury contingent ex- 
penses. The report will be ready, it is uader- 
stood, very soon. It will exonerate Senator 
Shorman. It will also axonerate Manor 


Power, Chief Clerk of the Treasury De- 
partment, from the charges which have been 
made against him. The censure of the 
report will fall upon ex-Custodian Pitney 
and those around him, most of whom have 
been removed by Secretary Folger, who based 
his action upon the testimony taken before the 
committee. The file-holder transaction, which 
figured so extensively before the Meline com- 
mittee, was looked into by the Senate commit- 
tee. Out of $502 paid for file-holders only $250 
could ze accounted for. 


Senator Call offered a resolution to-day re- 
citing that the interests of peace between na- 


tions, the obligations and rights which are re- 
ciprocal between the United States and all the 
other people and Governments of the Amer- 
icas, as well as the commercial interests 
of the people of the United States, ren- 
der it proper that the Government in 
some proper form adopt measures to set- 
tle the controversy between Chili and Peru 
and prevent the forcible dismemberment of 
Peru; that a congress to be convened in 
Washington, and composed of representatives 
from the peoples and Governments of the dif- 
terent North, South, and Central Americas, 
for the purpose of agreeing upon some just 
method of settlement of all questions now ex- 
isting, or that shall hereafter arise between 
the Governments, would be a wise and bene- 
ficial measure. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs will 
meet to-morrow to take action upon a report 
by the sub-committee, who have for several 
weeks been engaged in an investigation into 
the requirements of the Navy. The sub-com- 
mittee will recommend the immediate con- 
struction of 11 vessels at an estimated cost of 
$9,000,000—this fleet to comprise one cruiser of 
the first class of 5,000 tons or over and an 
armament of four 8-inch and twenty-one 6- 
inch rifled guns; four cruisers of the second 
class of 3,000 tons or over, with an armament 
of four 8-inch and fifteen 6-inch rifled 
guns; two rams, one armored torpedo-boat; 
one cruising torpedo-boat, capable of steaming 
21 knots an hour, and two harbor torpedo- 
boats, to steam 17 knots an hour; the cruising 
torpedo-boat to be armed with one 10-inch 
rifled gun, A vast amount of testimony has 
been taken by the sub-committee in the course 
of their investigation, only a small portion of 
which has been printed. As soon as this evi- 
dence is all in print the committee will begin 
the preparation of a full report to Congress 
covering the entire subject. 


Mr. Hewitt made a personal statement in the 
House to-day, as follows: ‘‘Among the papers 


which are transmitted to the House by the 
President in accordance with a resolution in- 
troduced by my colleague (Mr. Belmont) 1s a 
letter, dated 2a June, sent by Jacob R. Ship- 
herd and addressed to the Hon. S. A. Hurlbut, 
United States Minister at Lima, Peru. This 
letter gives a list of names, in regard to which 
Mr. Shipherd says: ‘Among the representa- 
tive gentlemen with whom [ am al- 
ready, or shall be, in coufidential negotia- 
tions in the premises. I may name such 
as these,’ and in this highly respectable list he 
has seen fit to include my name. As I am the 
only member of this House whose name is in- 
cluded in this list, I think it proper to say that 
I donot know Mr. Shipherd; that I never 
knew him, and that the use of my name is en- 
tirely without my knowledge, privity, or con- 
sent. The only means of identifying Mr. 
Shipherd in my mind is this, that I found 
one day a circular on my desk which 
may have related to this business, I gave it 
no attention, and either threw it into the 
waste-basket or it was called fer and taken 
away. Atany rate, I never had, or expected 
to have, any connection with Mr. Shipherd. I 
am also authorized to say for Mr. August 
Belmont that he, in the same way, was mis- 
represented by the use of his name in this eon- 
nection by Mr. Shipherd.”’

DEATH-BED INSURANCE IN OHIO.

FACTS ABOUT SWINDLING OPERATIONS—PRO 
CEEDINGS AGAINST ASSOCIATIONS. 

CoLumsBus, Ohio, Feb, 20.—-The graveyard 
policy that has marked the conduct of certain 
mutual aid and life insurance associations in Ohio 
has attractea the attention of the people of the 
State. and it is clear already that the swindling 
that has been carried on is without 9 parallel in the 
State. One of the monthly assessment sheets of 
the Middleburg Aid Association, dated Feb. 
15, has just come into the possession of a 


member of the General Assembly. An assessment 
of $550 is made on each policy-holder on the death 
of each person insured. There were 44 deaths, 
and each of the policy-holders is assessed $242 in 
this one class. Another assessment was made the 
same date upon the policy-holders to pay the 
claims of the heirs of 17 insured persons in 
Class D, Third Division. Each policy-holder of 
this class is assessed $58 50. What the monthly as- 
sessment of the other two classes which were 
drawn upon was does not appear. Investigating the 
fraudulent associations, Col. Moore, State Sunerin- 
tendent, has discovered that those in the ring had 
secured policies on the lives of hundreds of bed- 
ridden and infirm people that had been insured with- 
out their knowledge of the fact. In one instance 
it was found ‘that there were 60 deaths of 
this class within one year, some of the insured not 
living over 80 hours after the insurance was ef- 
fected. The Middleburg Mutual Aid and Life As- 
sociation has already been proceeded against by 
the Attorney-General, yet despite this it continues 
its swindling operations, as evidenced by the above 
assessment. To-day the commission is looking into 
the evidence filed against other associations of like 
character, and if found crooked they will be pro 
ceeded against.

THE CANDIDATES BEFORE THE CAUCUS OF 
THIS EVENING, 


TRENTON, Feb. 20.—The joint caucus of the 
two houses for the nomination of a candidate for 
State Treasurer will be held in the Assembly 
Chamber to-morrow evening, and all the parties to 
the contest have redoubled the vigor of their can- 
yass. There seems to have been something of a 
change in the aspects of the canvass since the joint 
caucus of two weeks ago. Then there was no 
room for doubt that the corporation influences 
had made Capt. Wright, the present State Treas- 
urer, the strongest man in the field, and but for 
the determined stand taken by the friends of ex- 


Sheriffs Toffey and Van Rensselaer he would have 
been nominated. The friends of these two men 
are making the canvasses now as much for the 
parpose of defeating Wright as of electing them. 
t is understood that either will throw his in- 
fluence to the other if he cannot win himself, and it 
is deemed likely that, as Toffey has made the 
stronger canvass, Van Rensselaer’s friends will 
eventually go to his aid. The Democrats have 
manifested a disposition to take up with Toffey if 
he should fail of a nomination and elsct him, 
against the caucus nominee, by a combination with 
some of his friends. Toffey has refused, however, 
to countenance such a scheme. Those, too, who 
are most deeply interested in his suecess say that 
there will be no bolt. There is, at the same time, 
astronger than usual feeling against candidates 
who achieve their nominations through railroad 
influence.

COAL BARGES ON THE SOUND.

PAYING A FINE UNDER PROTEST IMPOSED 
BY A GOVERNMENT COLLECTOR. 
NeEw-HavEn, Feb. 20.—A difference of opin- 
ion between Col. Amos J. Beers, Collector of the 
Port of New-Haven, and Collector of Customs John 
A. Tibbits, of New-London, is at present interest- 
ing owners of coal barges sailing in Con- 
necticut waters. Collector Tibbits recently col- 
lected of the Captains of two barges $167 50 for 
each vessel by way of fine for not having papers 


from the port of New-Haven. The New-Haven 
Collector holds that the barges belonging to the 
New-England Transportation Company did not 
require admeasurement, they having been once 
regularly registered here. By advice of Mr. Beers, 
the fines were paid under protest, an assurance 
being given that the Government would 
pay back the money, Mr. Tibbits claims 
that the ruling of August, 1877, quoted 
by Collector Beers, has been superseded by a cir- 
cular from the Treasury Jan. 27, 1880. It appears 
thatthe sailing-master of the whole tow took out 
papers at this port for all the boats, but left all but 
one set of papers in the New-Haven Custom-house. 
President Stoddard and Secretary Goodrich. of the 
New-kKng'and Transportation Company, have con- 
sulted with the New-York Custom-house officers, 
and find that the money paid in New-London 
should be refunded. Aruling from the Treasury 
Department is now awaited with interest,

THE GRANT RETIRING BILL 


—_—_>———. 


SENATOR LOGAN WORKING FOR 
HIS OLD COMMANDER. 

THE BILL RESTORING THE EX-PRESIDENT TO 
THE ARMY CAUSES A LIVELY DEBATE— 
MESSRS. VEST AND BUTLER OPPOSE THE 
MEASURE—GEN. LOGAN INSISTS THAT A 
VOTE SHALL BE TAKEN. 

Wasuineton, Feb. 20.—Mr. Logan, who 


has for some time been waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to bring up the bill restoring Gen. Grant 
to the Army and retiring him with the pay 
of General, found his chance to-day, and, hav- 
ing brought the bill before the Senate, invited 
a debate which was listened to with great in- 
terest by unusually full galleries, The bill was 
called under the Anthony rule, which pre- 
scribes that any billon the calendar may be 
taken up in its turn, unless a single objection 
is interposed. Mr, Vest, by intimating an ob- 
jection, led Mr. Logan to insist that un- 
less the bill was allowed to come up 
he would test the Senate by a vote on the mo- 
tion to lay aside all other orders of business 
and take up the Grant Retiring bill. Mr. 
Vest’s excuse was that he desired to submit 
some remarks, for which he was not quite 
prepared, as he wished to obtain a copy of the 
Congressional Record not immediately at 
hand. Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, tried to 
persuade Mr. Logan to let the bill go over 
for a day longer, but Mr. Logan, who de- 
clared that. by similar tactics the bill 
had been put over for two years, would 
not consent to delay. A vote seemed 
to be imminent, and Mr. Hoar intimated that 
he would be obliged to vote with Mr. Vest asa 
matter of courtesy. Mr. Bayard, too, favored 
postponement, and suggested the propriety of 
offering another bill retiring all ex-Presidents 
and making provision for them that would in- 
sure men who had held the office of chief 
magistrate against want and poverty for the 
remainder of their lives. To this Mr. Logan 
retorted that it would not do for Senators to 
say there was no opposition to the bill, and he 
would not have it opposed by mysterious bilis 
that were to be proposed, 

Mr. Vest having procured the Record which 
he had been looking for, the opposition to tak- 
ing the bill up was withdrawn and it was 
placed before the Senate. Two slight amend- 
ments offered by the committee were read, and 
then Mr. Vest obtained the floor to declare 
that the bill was an innovation on the estab- 
lished principles of the Government in regard 
to the retired list, and that it was without pre- 
cedent in Congress. To this Mr. Logan replied 
that Mr. Vest had himself voted in the 
Forty-sixth Congress to put two men on 
the retired list, whereupon Mr. Vest declared 
that he must have voted inadvertently. Inthe 
course of his remarks he alluded to his defense 
of the proposition to restore Fitz John Porter 
to the Army,.giving it as his reason that Por- 
ter had been treated outrageously. He also 
favored the retirement of Gen. Ord, which he 
considered proper. Theopposition of Mr. Vest 
nettled Mr. Logan, who presently asserted 
that the bill was opposed in a partisan spirit. 
The morning hour having expired while Mr. 
Vest was speaking, under the Anthony rule 
the bill would have been laid aside. Mr. 
Butler, of South Carolina, added to Mr. Lo- 
gan’s impatience by suggesting that there were 
bills of more importance to be considered, but 
Mr. Logan fought down all opposition, and 
held his place with the bill. 

Mr. Vest went on with his eustomary spirit, 
and charged the Forty-fifth Congress with 
lack of magnanimity. In that Congress, he 
said, the House, with only six dissenting votes, 
passed a billto put Gen. Shields, then ever 70 
years of age, on the retired list. This battle- 
scarred yeteran of two wars asked for a pit- 
tance, and had been compelled to pawn the 
sword given to him by a sovereign State asa 
reward for gallant services, to obtain the ne- 
cesseries of life. Having passed the popular 
branch, the bili reached the Senate, where 
this billto provide for Gen. Grant had been 
added by the Republicans asan amendment, 
Mr. Edmunds, the Senator from Vermont, 
had given seme reasons which caused the de- 
feat of the bill, and Mr. Vest read from the 
Record the speech of Mr. Edmunds on that 
occasion, which had been characterized as a 
statement of the case. In this speech Mr. 
Edmunds appeared to oppose Gen. Shields’s 
retirement because he had been a candi- 
date for Door-keeper of the House, and had 
failed, and for that reason had been proposed 
for retirement. Mr. Vest, by an ingenious re- 
arrangement of Senator Edmunds’s speech, ap- 
plied it to Gen. Grant, and said that an amend- 
ed statement of the case would show that Gen, 
Grant, having been a candidate for President, 
at Chicago, and having suffered a de- 
feat, ought now to be put on the retired 
list. If such an argument was good 
against Gen. Shields, it was good against the 
man who was living in affluence. Gen. Grant 
did not ask for this bill. Mr. Vest regarded 
its passage as an injustice to those who needed 
the money. Mr. Vest thought his career as a 
Senator had shown that he was not inspired 
by any feeling of sectionalism. Gen. Grant 
did not now ask for this legislation. He was 
receiving the interest of $250,000 raised for 
him by & grateful people. He directed the 
attention of Mr. Logan to the fact that while 
in the Forty-first Congress he had favored re- 
dueing Gen, Sherman’s salary, for economy’s 
sake, rather than tax the wooden-legged sol- 
diers, and Mr. Logan had then expressed the 
opinion that Gen. Sherman ought to be sat- 
isfied with his honors and not ask to be sur- 
feited with wealth. ‘‘Gen. Grant is living in 
affluence,’ said he; ‘‘ why should he not be 
satisfied?’ Then he went on to sketch his 
career as a politician, referred to his political 
life as having furnished a page in history 
blotted with uneagualed corruption, and de- 
clared that the bill did not have a single claim 
on the judgment or generosity of the Ameri- 
can people. 

Mr. Logan, still suffering from ill-health, 
replied to Mr. Vest’s speech with abundant 
spirit. He did not believe Congress ought to 
restore men :to the Army who had been re- 
moved by court-martial, and he did not regard 
it as a good reason to assign for not retiring 
Gen. Grant that Gen. Shields had not been re- 
tired. The failure of the bill for Gen. 
Shields could not be laid at his door, 
for he had written a letter at the 
time advocating its passage. He regarded 
Mr. Vest’s allusion to Gen. Grant's defeat at 
Chicago as unhappy, because he would see 
that he was woefully at fault there, the bill 
having been introduced by Mr. Blaine long 
before Gen. Grant was spoken of asa candi- 
date at Chicago. Mr. Logan did not want to 
bring the Fitz John Porter case into this dis- 
cussion, but, as Mr. Vest had alluded to it, he 
referred toit in answer. It seemed to him poor 
reasoning to refuse to replace Gen. Grant 
because Porter had not been put back. 
One was dismissed for wrong conduct in the 
service of the United States after a trial by 
his peers, and their finding had been approved 
by Lincoln and Garfield. 

“But Gen. Grant says that Porter was 
treated outrageously,’”’ interrupted Mr. Vest, 
“and in military matters I always defer to 
Gen. Grant.” 

Mr. Logan retorted: ‘* Gen. Grant may say 
what he basa mind to. My judgment is he 
was properly dismissed, and my judgment is 
that the man in this body who votes to restore 
him will strike a blow atthe men who stood 
by the country when Fitz John Porter fal- 
tered.” Then Mr. Logan briefly and eloquent- 
ly sketched Gen. Grant’s career as a military 
man to whom the country was indebted as to 
no other soldier or citizen. All his glorious 
achievements could not be wiped out by 
an insinuation that a Cabinet officer had 
committed a great wrong during his Adminis- 
tration. He repeated his declaration that po- 
litical prejudice had led the Democratic side 
t2 refuse to pass this bill, and expressed his 
sorrow at finding that the members on that 
side of the chamber were still prejudiced 
against those men who had accomplished great 
things for this country. 

Mr. Butler, of South Carolina, thought there 
was no honor the country could confer on 
Gen. Grant that he would not willingly vote 
to give him. He had no prejudice in the mat- 
ter: but he understood that the retired list was 
for disabled soldiers only. Gen. Grant did not 
need this aid; he did not ask for it, and the 
Senate could confer no additional honors upon 


him. If he wanted money, he for one would 
be glad to vote that he should have it. It 
seemed to Mr. Butler that Gen. Grant’s friends 
were plaeing him in a humiliating attitude in 
this matter; that they were putting him asa 
beggar before the people. 

To this Mr. Logan responded fthat Gen. 
Grant's friends were not afraid of his being 
humiliated. ‘I say,” he continued, “as a 
friend of Gen. Grant, that he will consider it 
an honor to be placed on this list.”” Toa sug- 
gestion of Mr. Butler that McClellan, Frank- 
lin, and others sould be placed on the retired 
list, Mr. Logan answered: ‘‘They have not 
asked it, but Gen. Grant, through his 
friends, has asked this.’”’

WHEAT UNEXPECTEDLY STRONG — SOME 
FEARS OF A CORNER FOR APRIL. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were more active to-day and very irregular. 
Wheat was unexpectedly strong, under a vigorous 
buying for April, to the comparative negiect of 
other deliveries. The market was all the stronger, 
as it was supposed that asyndicate of prominent 
firms had been organized to squeeze the market 
for next month. The weather has changed—very 
cold in the extreme North-west and rain in the 
Winter wheat district-. This of itself may 
have been reason enough for the increased demand 
and the sole cause of it, but itis nevertheless true 
that April offers a first-class chance for a corner, 
with scarcely any No. 2 coming forward, little of 
that grade in store, and the fact that on deliveries 
made after the 10th of the month, deductions must 
be made for the change from Winter to Summer 
storage. Corn reacted in sympathy with wheat. but 
did not seem to be radically strong. Provisions 
were easier. They were kept steady by wheat, 
in spite of large selling orders from the sea-board. 
It was freely whispered that freight rates to the 
East were being rather sharply cut, all protests to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Walker, Fairbank, 
and McGeoch were among men whose names were 
mentioned to-day as wheat buyers, and Dows was 
regarded as the chief seller of lard. eee 

As to whether or not an April corner in wheat 
is contemplated by recent buyers no one 
knew, but many feared or professed to fear it. 
Spring wheat was active and irregularly bigher. 
The market for April advanced 4% cents and closed 
444 cents above the latest quotation of Saturday, 
while the May premium was reduced to less than 
44 cent by the lack of demand for the latter. Lon- 
don was reported dull, with a decline of 6d. per 
quarter on Winter, but the weather in the West 
had become wintry at last, and this excited grave 
fears forthe next crop. Northern Minnesota re 
ported 34° below zero. with storms. It 
was raining in the South-west. with sleet 
at Terre Haute and the Lower Mississippi 
region flooded. This woke up a. sharp 
demand for April, most of the recent trading hav- 
ing been for that month, and, as usual on such 
occasions, there was a fear that the buyers were 
cornering the market or about to do so. The 
weather only threatened the next crop, but the 
principal short selling has been done for April, and 
that is where the scare camein. New-York was 
reported stronger, in sympathy with Chicago, 
and our receipts were again very small. 
At the rate thus far this year, we should 
receive more than 50,000 bushels of No. 2 between 
this and the middle of April, to add to the 800,000 
bushels of regular wheat now instore. The total 
would be a mere bagatelle to handle in a eorner, 
Mess pork closed 10 cents higher, at $17 4714 to 
$17 50 for March and $1765 to $17 67% for April. 
Lard closed 74 cents lower, at $10 524 to $1055, 
seller March, and $10 674g to $10 70 for April. 
Snort ribs closed 2% cents higher, at $9 25 
to $9 2744 for April. Wheat closed 4! to 
5 cents higher, at $1 2554 to $1 2534 for Mareh 
and $1 2714 to $1 27% for April. Corn closed 1 to 
14% cents higher, at 5744 to 5754 cents for March 
and 62% to 63 cents for May. Oats elosed 4 cent 
higher, at 40!4 cents for February; 495g to 407g 
cents for March, and 43% to 44 cents for June, 
Rye closed unchanged, at 85 cents for March and 
86 to 8644 cents for April. Barley was 3to4 cents 
better, with No. 2 cash nominally $1 04; April sell- 
ing at $1 05, and No. 3 gilt-edged seiling at 80 cents, 
and March and April at 78 cents. 
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CATHOLIC MARRIAGE RULES:

STRICT OBSERVANCE TO BE ENFORCED IN 

THK NEW DIOCKSE OF TRENTON, 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 20.—-A pastoral letter 
has been prepared by Bishop O’Farrel, of the 
newly created Roman Catholic diocese of 
Trenton, and will be promulgated at Easter, 
which enjoins upon clergy and laity a 
strict observance of the Church’s rules respecting 
marriage. These rules will be rigidly enforeed by 
the Bishop. Hereafter all marriages where both 
parties are Roman Catholics will take place in the 
morning, when a nuptial mass will be celebrated. 
The requirement that the bans of matrimony must 
be public in all cases where a special dispensa- 
tien is not obtained, which has been generally 
neglected of late, is to be again enforced. The 
bans must be published from the altar 
and a dispensation will be granted only un- 
der extraordinary circumstances. The  mar- 
riage of Catholics with persons of other 
religious faiths is almost prohibited. It has been 
customary to grant Catholics dispensations to 
marry Protestants almost as a matter 
of course, a letter from the parish 
priest to the Bishop being in most cases all that is 
required. In future, however, in Bishop O’Farrel’s 
diocese, the Catholic must first obtain from 
the parish priest a letter of introduction 
to the Bishop, and must then make the Bishop a 
personal visit, and present good and _ suffi- 
cient reasons before a dispensation will be 
granted. It is distinetly intimated that any 
such consideration as mutual love and affec- 
tion will not be considered. Sufiicient 
canonical reasons, such as the avoidance 
of — scandal, must be given. If the 
parties marry without the Bishop’s consent, the 
Catholic will be debarred from the Church 
sacraments ‘until the Bishop's forgive- 
ness has been obtained, and even then 
must make public acknowledgment from 
the altar of the parish church and ask 
the pardon of the congregation. As_ the 
Roman Catholic Church does not sanction 
marriages during Lent, this order will not 
be officially promulgated until the lenten 
season is over, but in the meantime the 
clergy of the diocese are instructed to 
bring this matter te the attention of their congrega- 
tions, and prepare the people for it. Bishop O’Far- 
rel’s diocese embraces the 14southern counties of 
New-Jersey.

A UNANIMOUS PRESENTMENT AGAINST 
BRADY, THE DORSEYS, MINER, PECK, 
VAILE, AND OTHERS—WHAT COL. BLISS 
SAYS OF THE CASES—THE SWINDLERS 
SURPRIBED, 

WasHiIneton, Feb. 20.—It has been 
known for some time that the Grand Jury 
would in all probability present at least 
the nominal contractors of the Dorsey star 
route party for indictment. it was reported 
several days ago, on what seemed good au- 
thority, that such a decision bad been inform- 
ally reached in relation to John W. Dorsey, 
John R. Miner, J. M. Peck, and H. M. Vaile,

last night that at last the present- 
ment had been formally made, but it 
could not be satisfactorily confirmed. It is 
announced to-day, however, on the best au- 
thority that the Grand Jury has presented for 
indictment, by a vote that was practically 
unanimous, ex-Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General Thomas J. Brady, ex-Senator Stephen 
W. Dorsey, John W. Dorsey, bis brother; John 
R. Miner, J. M. Peck, Henry M. Vaile, 
M. C. Rerdell, J. L. Sanderson, and Wil- 
liam H. Turner. There was no opposition 
to the presentments beyond some hesitation on 
the part of one or two jurymen, because they 
were not sure that the Statuto of Limitations 
would not bea bar. As to the strength of the 
evidence of guilt there was no disagreement. 
The indictments will be drawn at once by Mr. 
Ker, of Philadelphia, who was retained some 
time ago by the Attorney-General. 

John W. Dorsey. J.W. Miner. J. M. Peek, and 
H. M. Vaile are the contractors in whose names 
the Dorsey contracts stand. Mr. Peck died not 
long ago, but the presentment inciuded his 
name, because in a prosecution for conspiracy 
it would not be advisable to leave out any 
member of the combination. JRerdell was 
ex-Senator Dorsey’s business manager in 
this city, so far as star routes were 
concerned, and is the author of a letter in 
which he accused Mr. MacVeagh of trying to 
induce him to get hold of 8 W. Dorsey’s 
books. Mr. Turner was the clerk in the Con- 
tract Office who had control, under Gen. 
Brady, of tho Territorial routes. Mr. Sander- 
son isa survivor of the old Barlow party, and 
does not seem to have been connected with the 
Dorseys in the early part of the contract term. 

The examination before the Grand Jury has 
been conducted under the management of Col. 
George Bliss. The rscord evidence was laid 
before the jury by officers of the department 
and the local history of the route was told hy 
about 80 witnesses who came here from the 
West. Col. Bliss is confident that he has a 
strong case against the indicted men, and it is 
said that the trial can be assigned for April or 
May.

A reporter of the Associated Press had an 
interview with Col. George Bliss, chief counsel 
in the star route prosecution, to-night. Col. 
Bliss confirmed the report of the indictment of 
the accused persons, and gave the following as 
the list of those presented for indictment: 
Ex-Assistant Postmaster-General Thomas J, 
Brady, ex-Senator Stephen W. Dorsey, John 
W. Dorsey, brother of Senator Dorsey; W. H. 
Turner, formerly a clerk in the Post Office 
Department, and John R. Miner and Henry 
M. Vaile, of the firm of Miner, Vaile & Co.; J. 
L. Sanderson and J. M. Peck, of the Dorsey 
firm. The last named is said to have 
died recently. Itis understood that the pre- 
sentments do not include J. L. French, F. B. 
Lilley, and 8. P. Brown, who were included in 
the original information. Col. Bliss stated 
that the Grand Jury was unanimous 
in its finding upon the merits of 
the One juror had some doubt 
as to the application of the Statute of Limita- 
tions to several of the cases, but none what- 
ever as to the propriety of returning in 
dictments, ‘“‘I regard this unanimous ac- 
tion of the Grand Jury,” said Col.

insisted from the first that justice should have 
full sway in these cases, and that the guilty, if 
there were any. should be punished: and 
third, as a vindication of the prose- 
eution, and in a minor sense of myself; for I 
have said all along that these parties ought to 
be indicted, and I believed they would be. I 
have had some experience in criminal practice, 
and I never saw any casein which the evi- 
dence was collected with so much energy, 
intelligence, and ability asin these, That credit 
does not belong to me, nor to any of the pros- 
ecution, but to the Inspectors of the Post Office 
Department, who gathered the testimony from 
all parts of the West. There has been 
some criticism of the apparent delay or 
dilatoriness on the part of the prosecution. I 
was all of one month—and working upon 
an average of not less than 16 hours a 
day—selecting and deciding upon the wit- 
nesses whom we should call. For instance, 
on one route in Washington Territory there 
were two witnesses familiar with all the facts 
we wanted on the lower end of the route and 
two who were as familiar with important 
facts relating to the upper end. We concluded, 
finally, not to call either of these, but to 
summon a witness who knew really less about 
the route than the others, but whose knowl- 
edge was as to facts relating to the 
entire route. We cailed him in order 
to economize. There were 53 witnesses before 
the Grand Jury, and the aggregate payments 
to them for witness fees and mileage amount 
to about $10,000. We shall call about 150 wit- 
nesses for the Government in the prosecution 
of these cases.’’ 

‘*When do you expect to get to trial?” asked 
the reporter. 

** Well,” he replied, “if the defendants are 
honest in their desire for speedy trial we can 
begin the cases in April. 1t will require about 
10 days to draw the indictments, They are 
being prepared by Mr. Kerr in the Attor- 
ney-General’s office. Tne Government’s wit- 
nesses who appeared before the Grand Jury 
have been allowed to return home, as it 
would not have been fair to keep them wait- 
ing here on $1 25 a day, which, of course, 
would not pay their expenses. Some of the 
witnesses came 4,700 miles. Weshall be ready 
to go onin April.” 

Col. Bliss seems very much gratified at the 
action of the Grand Jury. He says he cau- 
tioned the foreman and the jury against finding 
any indictment that would not, in their opin- 
ion, result in conviction ; that he urged them to 
weigh the evidence well, and unless they were 
satisfied that it would convict before a petit 
jury not to indict upon it. He states that 
civil suits will be instituted by the Government 
against the various mail contractors who are 
believed to have profited by the star route ring, 
wherever there is reason to believe that these 
contractors have property upon which the Gov- 
ernment can recover. The sureties of the con- 
tractors cannot be proceeded against in these 
cases, but Col. Bliss says the Government in- 
tends to make adetermined effort to recover a 
part, at least, of the money illegally taken 
from it and paid to contractors. 

The action of the Grand Jury was a great 
surprise to the accused and their counsel, as 
they did not believe indictments would be re- 
turned. One of the counsel for the defense 
said to-night that it was a small matter, 
anyhow, as they had a club "that would de- 
molish the prosecution as soon as the cases get 
into court. He declined to state, however, 
what this clubis. Col. Bliss says there is no 
question whatever that all the cases of the

LARGE FIRE JN PHILADELPHIA. 


A Loss OF $150,000—oNK MAN BURNED TO 
DEATH. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 20.—Fire broke out 
this forencon onthe third stery of the rag ware- 
house of Berge & Meyer Brothers, No. 239 North 
Water-street. This firm occupies the first, second, 
and third stories of the building, the first floorof 
which is of iron and the others of brick. Over 
this building, as well as over No. 237, isthe sail 
loft of R. H. Parker, in which a number of people 


was employed, The first three floors of No. 237 is 
the warehouse of the Albion Print Works of Lea, 
McCarter & Cresson, the proprietors of the 
Albion Print Works of Conshobocken, Penn. 
The rag warehouse of Garrett Brothers 
occupied No. 235 North Water-street. After 
the fire had burned fiercely for nearly an hour, dur- 
ing which time the upper portions of the structures 
pamed were destroyed, the firemen, while groping 
in the second floor of No. 239, stumbled over the 
charred body of aman. ‘This was identified as the 
body of John Meyers, of No. 126 Callownill-street, a 
brother of one of the firm, and who had been em- 
ployed as foreman only one week. So far 
as is known, this was the only loss of life. 
The building occupies the site of the building in 
which the great fire of July 9, 1850, started, by 
which 30 lives were lost and over $2,000,000 worth 
of vroperty was destroyed. The loss in property 
will reach $150,000. The Atbion Print Works had 
stock valued at $50,000, which is destroyed, and 
the other losses will aggregate as much more.

LAW-MAKING AT TRENTON. 
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CHANCELLOR’S SALARY—MAXY BILLS 
INTRODUCED. 

TRENTON, Feb. 2U.—In the Senate, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Youngblood, a resolution was adopted 
to recall from the House the bill which increased 
the Chancellor’s salary from $10,000 to $15,- 
000, but the House had adjourned. This 
kills reconsideration, and the bill awaits 
the action of the Governor. An amendment 
to the General Corporation act was introanced by 
Senator Paxton. It provides for the formation of 
companies for the purpose of building ship canals, 
damming rivers and streams, forming water com- 
panies, giving them power to build reservoirs and 
to store the waters of streams, to condemn lands, 
and only excepting that it shall pot apply to bank- 
ing or railroad companies, but may apply to any 
other companies now organized in the State. 
A bill was introduced to authorize the forma- 
tion of Poliee Courts in cities, towns, 
and boroughs, net to exceed five in number, the 
Justices to hold office for five years: also a bill to 
repeal the act requiring railroad projectors to de- 
posit $2,000 with the State Treasurer before they 
commence to build roads. 

In executive session the Senate confirmed the 
nomination of Patrick H. Laverty for State Prison 
Keeper; also that of William H. Kirk for Judge of 
the Court of Errors and Appeals. Mr. Kelsey’s 
nomination was laid over. In the House, two reso- 
lutions of sympathy with Ireland, demanding ac- 
tion on the part of the national Government to 
secure the release of American citizens imprisoned 
in Ireland, were adopted; also one with the He- 
brews wbo are being persecuted by the Russian 
Government. Bills were introduced making the 
term of members of Boards of Chosen Freehold- 
ers two years imstead of one; providing for 
the enforcement of quarantine laws on ves- 
sels coming from south of Cape Henlopen. The 
bill allowing a pension to Rudolph Disbrow, a 
member of the National Guard who had both 
arms blown off at the Yorktown celebration 
by the premature explosion of a cannon, and a bill 
for the rellef of John Berkmier were passed. The 
Governor vetoed the bill allowing the Grand Army 
of the Republic the use of State equipage and al- 
ae them to do police duty at their encamp- 
ments,

ETS

PATRONAGE OF THE ASSEMBLY—TAMMANY’9 

HUNGRY REPRESENTATIVES—A NEW

ALBany, Feb. 20.—Speaker Patterson, fot 


some reason, failed to announce the names of 
any of the clerks of committees, although it 


| was given out authoritatively that he would 


take this action to-night. The Speaker has 
seven such clerkships which, by courtesy, are 
left to him to fill. The House, however, ac- 
cording toex-Gov. Alvord and some of the 
other old heads, can take the appomting power 
out of his hands. The Tammany members are 
desirous of bringing this about, and have, 
it is said, persuaded some of the Repub- 
licans to their way of thinking. It 
is believed, however, that there is a 
large majority of the Republicans who will 
not countenance any measure which is urged 
by Tammany, so averse are they to any alli- 
ance with the hungry disreputables of New- 
York. Clerk Johnson has the appointment of 
15 elerks and messengers and ascore of pages. 
He has not yet made up his mind when he will 
name them. Those Republicans who at present 


fill the chief of these positions will be retained, 
while some of the minor places will be thrown 
as a sop to ‘Tammany. Mr. Johnson 
says emphatically, and his statement is be 
lieved, that he made no .-_—icibargain 
with Tammany to bring about his 
election as Clerk of the Assembly. ‘‘ But,’’ he 
adds, ‘‘I should indeed he ungrateful if I did 
not give some favor to Tammany in return for 
the oftice which her Assemblymen have aided 
in giving me.” Whatever his action may be 
the Republicans can hardly be held responsible 
for it, nor can they be accused in consequence 
of having entered into any bargain with the 
Tammany contingent. Mr. Johnson will act 
upon his own .responsibility in this 
matter of dealing out patronage. The 
Republican Assemblymen will probably 
reconvene’ their caucus to-morrow, in 
order to renominate a Sergeant-at-Arms, 
the present caucus nominee having received 
an appointment at Washington. Tammany 
has cast a longing eye upon the position, and 
even intimates that it might be given to one of 
her own stripe. Any converts to this idea who 
may be found in Republican ranks will doubt- 
less be outvoted, as Henry Wheeler, a crippled 
Republican soldier, has claims to the place 
which his party friends cannot ignore. 

Inthe Assembly to-night Mr. Brooks pre- 
sented a bill revolutionizing the City Depart- 
ments of New-York, and one which some of 
the politicians already characterize asa uto- 
pian scheme. The two subjects of the act ara 
the enlargement of the powers of the Mayor 
and the reconstruction of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, and the accommo- 
dation of other provisions of law to these 
changes. The Mayor is given absolute power 
of the appointment and removal of such offi- 
cers as he can now nominate or appoint, and 
is made sole executive head of the City Gov- 
ernment. The terms of office of ail heads 
of departments are made to terminate on the 
first day of January, 1883, except of the De- 
partment of Taxes and Assessments, and thos¢ 
departments that have single heads. The 
heads of departments are made single heads 
except the Police and Health Departments and 
the Department of Charities and Correction, 
which are made double-headed, and of the De: 
partment of Taxes and Assessments, which ig 
left unchanged, for the reason that the peculiar 
nature of the duties of these four departments 
require more than one head. Two citizens of 
arecognized bigh position and qualifications 
are put into the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, who are appointed and are re- 
movable by the Mayor, Recorder, and Surro- 
gate, that the money-spending power may ba 
as independent as is possible of the executive 
power and of the party wachinery. This 
board is thus authorized to determine the 
amount of all the expenditures of the City 
Government, whether now fixed by’statue o1 
otherwise. 

Mr. Roosevelt presented a bill dividing the 
Nineteenth Ward into two wards, Fifty-ninth:

M. J. Costello, of New-York, authorizes the 
Emigration Commissioners to contract with 
the transatlantic steam-ship companies, un- 
der the inspection law of the State, for a 
period of five years after the passage of the 
act, on the basis of 50 cents for each immi- 
grant landed at New-York. A joint resolu- 
tion by Mr. Irwin, of St. Lawrence, which 
went over under the rules, protests against the 
inhuman treatment of the Jews by the Rus- 
sian authorities.

TAMMANY IN THE SENATE. 
HELPING TO ELECT THE CLERE—THE TALS 
ABOUT A BARGAIN. 

ALBAxy, Feb. 20.—The Senate met at $ 
o’cloek this evening, two-thirds of the Senx 
tors being present. After some routine busi- 
ness of little importance had been transacted, 
Mr. Pitts moved to take from the table hig 
resolution declaring John W. Vrooman elected 
Clerk of the Senate for the session of 1882-3, 
It had already been whispered around the 
Senate Chamber that the thing had been 
‘‘fixed,’’ and that the thres Tammany Sena- 
tors, all of whom were present, were going to 
vote with the Republicans for Clerk, as they 
had already given tho appointment of the 
committees to the Lieutenant-Governor. 
The “regular” Democrats, in opposing 
the motion, therefore had little hope of suc- 
cess, and they were not disappointed. The 
resolution was taken from the table by a 


vote of 11 to, anda motion to adopt it was 
passed by the same vote. Several Senators 
were paired and could not vote. Tammany 
voted with the Republicans on both motions. 
Mr. Jacobs raised the point of order that 1% 
votes were necessary to elect a Clerk, as it ins 
volved an appropriation of money. The Lieu. 
tenant-Governor declared the point of order 
not well taken, and immediately administered 
the oath to Mr. Vrooman. On motion of Mr, 
Pitts, the Judiciary Committee was increased 
in numbers from seven to nine and the Stats 
rrison Committee from three to five. Mr. 
Lansing then offered resolutions of respect ta 
the memory of the last Chaplain of the Sen: 
ate, the Rev. Dr. Halley, and, after eulogistic 
remarks from Messrs. Lansing, Pitts, Me 
Carthy, and the Lientenant-Governor, they 
were unanimously adopted, and the Senate ad: 
journed, 

It was not expected that any movement for 
the election of a Clerk would be made this 
evening, or there would probably have been a 
fuli Senate. It would have made no differ- 
ence in the result, after the Tammany Sen- 
ators had made up their minds to vote with 
the Republicans, but it was not supposed that 
they would thus vote until the Lieutenant 
Governor announced his committees, so that 
they could see how their first vote was re- 
warded. Itis reported that they were shown 
the list of committees late this afternoon, and 
expressed themselves satisfied. The election of 
the Senate Clerk by Tammanyvotes has very 
much strengthened the belief, which had 
already come to be quite general, that the 
whele course of Tammany for a week past 
has been the result of a bargain made outside 
of both houses of the Legislature, if not out- 
side of the city of Albany. ‘T'here are many 
who believe that the contracting parties wera 
the same men of the Republican side-who have 
run the Stalwart machine for years past, and, 
on the Democratic side that the chief con-' 
tractor was John Kelly, “Jim” Belden, 
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Spinola, and the lesser lights who have figured 
here in Albany are set down as mere agents or 
brokers to carry out the terms of a 
bargain made by men much _ higher 
in authority. According to their the- 
ory, the bargain involves important 
legislation for the City of New-York during 
the session and reaches out to the Guberna- 
torial election next Fall. If the committees to 
be announced by the Lieutenant-Governor to- 
morrow morning shall give the Tammany Sen- 
ators any better show than their numbers and 
weight entitle them to, and if thenewly elected 
Clerk shall give a share of the appointment in 
the Clerk’s desk to Tammany Democrats, it 
will be useless to contend that there was no 
“‘bargain,’’? for, however true the pretense 
might be, nobody will believe it. 

The Republican Senators have taken a great 
deal of credit to themselves for refusing to 
enter into any bargain or deal with either fac- 
tion of the Democrats during the dead-lock, 
So far as they are concerned, they claim to be 
ignorant and innocent of any bargain what- 
aver, but if the committees of the Lieutenant- 
Governor and the appointments of the Clerk 
shall show that a bargain has been made, it 
cannot be very flattering to the Senators that 
they have been duped into transferring to 
others the power to make a bargain for them 
which they scorned to make for themselves.

FERRIES ON THE UPPER HUDSON. 
EXTORTIONATE CHARGES AND POOR AC- 
COMMODATION THE RULE—A MATTER 
FOR LEGISLATIVE ACTION. 


ALBANY, Feb. 20.—There is one thing 


that ought to command the attention of this 
Legislature, and that is the better regulation 
and management of the ferry routes along 
the Hudson. Some of them are a disgrace to 
the *‘Rhine of America.”” The rates of 
ferriage are ridiculously exorbitant, and some 


of the waiting-houses on either shore are so 
only in name. The Saugerties and Tivoli 
ferry-boat is ealled the Air Line. The travel 
to and from those points is large every 
Summer, a great many mountain tourists go- 
ing that way, yet the accommodations are 
very meagre, both as to waiting-houses and 
boats. At Rhinebeck there is a first-class ferry- 
boat and no waiting-houses, To be sure, a 
cover was erected over the pier last Spring 
which does very well in Summer time, but in 
the Winter passengers are forced to accept the 


warmth of a beer saloon close by or stand out 
in the cold. On the Rondout shore the 
waiting-room cannot becalledsuch. It is a 
worn out, dingy shanty, and has two rooms. 
Dne is occupied by a vendor of small beer, pea- 
nuts, and candy, and the other is a dirty, 
nasty-looking room, totally unfit for the use it 
is putto. Within two years Summer travel 
over this ferry route has increased vastly. In 
fact, it is fast surpassing the Catskill route, 
and yet, all things considered, as at present 


managed, it is one of the most unaccommo- 


dating routes on the Hudson, When one goes 
on board and is met by the Captain, and asks 
**How much is the ferriage ?” ‘Thirteen cents’’ 
is the reply; but if one has a friend with him 
the two can get over for a quarter. This is 
saply extortionate, and an act of 
the egislature can remedy the mat- 
ter. The boat does not run to accommo- 


date travel. On Sundays there is a down 


train on the Hudson River Railroad at | 
6:15 P. M., for New-York. The ferry-boat 
leaves Rondout for the last time Sunday after- 
noons at 4 o’clock. This compels poems to wait 
2 hours and 15 minutes on the Rhinebeck side. 
The boat returns to Rondout for the last time 
Sunday afternoons about 4:40, and passengers 


who come from New-York on the 6 P. M, train 
from the Grand Central Depot are either com- 
lied to remain in Rhinebeck all night or 
rave the perils of a small boat sail across the 
Hudson after dark. All this is a growing 
complaint on the part of the traveling public, 
and an act of Legislature can remedy it. 
At Poughkeepsie, the largest city on_ the 
Rudson, the ferry-boat is small and there is an 


entire absence of waiting-room, Tho ferriage 


is 7 cents, and it is stated that the owner of 
the boat has said he makes $10,000 per annum 
out of the craft. .'The waiting-room on the 
opposite shore is in a disgraceful condition. It 
is about the size of an ordinary Hudson River 
fish-house, and its walls are filled with profane 
and obscene pencilings and sketches, making 


it a place positively unfit for women and 
children to enter, At Fishkill Landing and 


Newburg the boat and waiting-rooms are 
the best on the Hudson, In fact, they 
are all that the traveling public ean ask 
for. At Garrison’s and West Point the boat 
is a good one and large enough for the travel. 
Perhaps the ferriage is dearer than it ought to 
be—15 cents and 10 cents extra for a trunk— 


but that takes the visitor to West Point dock or 


'o Cozzens’s, half a mile south, and the boat's 
crew take your trumk from the railroad 
ilepot to the boat. The waiting-rooms on this 
ferry route are large enough for the travel. 
At Tarrytown and Nyack the ferry-boat isa 
good one, but the waiting-rooms could be 
greatly improved, and the boat could be run 


oftener for the better accommodation of the 


people, The whole matter of ferry accommo- 


dations on the Hudson ought to be looked 
into, to the end that the general public may 
be benefited. 


BROOKLYN UNPAID ASSESSMENTS. 
ALBANY, Feb. 20.—The Attorney-General 
sent the following to the Senate to-day: 


Zo the Leqislature: 

T feel it my duty to call the attention of your 
nonorable body to an act of the Legislature passed 
on the 15th day of May, 1876, being chap- 
fer 307 of the laws of that year, and 
fo the possible effect thereof, in order 
feat you may take such action in the matter as 
faay commend itself to your judgment. B 
ehapter 861 of the Laws of 1869, as amend- 
ed by chapter 726 of the Laws_ of 
1872, authority was given the Brooklyn Park 
Commissioners to lay out a public highway or ave- 
nue from Prospect Park, in that city, toward Coney 
Island, and providing in substance that the property 
benefited thereby should bear the expense of sueh 
improvement. By chapter 307 of the Laws of 
1876, amending the laws above referred to, it is pro- 
vided that * all laws applicable to or governing the 
returns of arrears of taxes or assessments on lands 
of non-residents made or to be made to the State 
Controller by County Treasurers, and the pro- 
seedings thereupon shall apply to all assessments 
to be laid under the acts above mentioned.” 
It is claimed by the Supervisors of Kings County 
that this amendment of said acts confers upon 
the County Treasurer of said county authority to 
make return of all uncollectible assessments 
and taxes levied on the funds _ benefited 
by this improvement to tne State Controller, and 
that thereupon the County of Kings shall be 
credited by the Controller with the amount 
of such unpaid assessments and _ taxes, 
and I am informed that proceedings by 
mandamus have been commenced by the 
Board of Supervisors of Kings County against the 
Controller to compel him to credit such as- 
Bessments and taxes to that county. Should 
such proceedings be successful by reason 
of the terms of the act of 1876 referred 
to a large amount of the general tax for State pur- 
poses, viz., the sum of about $260,000, would in ef- 
fect be applied to a local improvement in Kings 
County, a result evidently not contemplated by 
the original enactments.

ay pe teen in the sense in which the 
South fought for it, does not exist. Year by year 
the Federal Government encroaches more and 
more upon the politieal domain of the States, and 
anless the States which were not “in rebellion 
awaken to the danger the march to centralization 
and despotism will be rapid and easy. It was not 
for slavery, as such, that the South fought. There 
were tens of thousands of men under the Confed- 
erate colors who would have scorned to draw the 
sword for the preservation of the slave system. 
We do not know whether the editor of the Consti- 
tution was one of the number, but the writer of this 
certainly was. Secession was the last peaceful 
means of insuring local self-government. It po 
longer exists. When the liberties of the States are 
menaced hereafter, as they will be, resort must be 
had to the ballot-box for safety, and, failing that, 
to revolution. This, we think, is clear enough.

THE BRITISH NAVY. 


Lonpon, Feb, 20.—In the House of Com- 
mons this evening, the Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, President of the Board of Trade, 
replying to Sir James Hogg, said he hoped to 
introduce a bill to regulate the power of com- 
panies undertaking electric lighting. 

The Right Hon. Sir William V. Harcourt, 
Secretary of State for the Home Department, 
replying to Mr. Thomas Sexton, (Liberal,) 
member for Sligo, said that the copies of the 
United Ireland were detained under the au- 
thority of the law officers. If their action 


was disputed the law courts must settle the 
matter. 


Sir Charles Dilke, Under Secretary for the 
Foreign Department, protested against the 
illegalimport dues levied at Nicaragua. 

Mr. Gladstone moved asuspension of the 
orders of the day for the introduction of the 


rules of procedure, The Opposition warmly 


opposed the motion. The orders of the day 
were finally suspended without division. Mr. 
Gladstene said with regard to the first resolu- 
tion: ‘‘The Government is inclined to make a 
proposal which is not an alteration of the fig- 
ures, but merely an addition, namely, to su 
stitute after the words ‘two hundred members’ 
the following: ‘or unless it shall appear to 
have been opposed by less than forty members 
and supporte by more than one hundred mem- 
bers.’”” Mr. Gladstone said that Legislatures 
in the United States had found it expedient to 
adopt measures restricting discussicn, and the 
restriction had never worked badly. Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote said the first resolution might 
be a useful curb to individuals, but as it would 
destroy freedom of debate and of voting, great 
evil would be done for the sake of little good. 
Everything that restricted freedom of debate 
in the House of Commons would give a greater 
handle to the House of Lords in dealing freely 
with measures which they would say were not 
the outcome of free discussion. The debate 
was adjourned. 

Mr. George Trevelyan, Secretary to the Ad- 
miralty, roplying to Mr. Maxwell, said_that 
American salt beef had been used in the Nav 
sinee 1870, and had not been complained of.

THE TKOUBLES OF RUSSIA. 
REPORTS OF JEWISH OUTRAGES MODIFIED— 
GEN. SKOBELEFF’S ‘‘ FIRE-BRAND SPEECH.”’ 


Lonpon, Feb, 20.—The British consular 
reports tend toacertain extent to extenuate 
the seriousness of the anti-Jewish riots in Rus- 
sia. The reports of loss of life and outrages on 
women are generally denied. Those of de- 
struction of Jewish property, however, are 
fully confirmed. The consular reports also 
confirm the statement that about 100 Jews 


were shamefully maltreated at Warsaw, 10 or 
12 of whom have died of their injuries, 

The Times, eommenting on Gen. Skobeleff’s 
recent speech, says: ‘‘The Russian Govern- 
ment, by its laxness in discipline, becomes 
morally responsible for a state of things dis- 
tinctly endangering the peace of Europe. Gen. 
Skobeleff’s position cannot fail to breed alarm 
and suspicion in the financial and political 
world. Europe has the right to ask that the 
Czar’s authority shall be used to prevent a re- 
currence of fire-brand speeches from Rus3ian 
Generals.” 

Sr. PeTERSBURG, Feb. 20.—The Official Mes- 
senger publishes an article saying that the 
policy of the Government is in nowise pledged 
by the utterances of private individuals. 

The Government has ordered that if Ayoub 
Khan appears on the Russian frontier he shall 
be advised to go to Persia to receivea fixed 
subvention.

SAFE BURGLARS IN THE LEBANON VALLEY— 


OTHER OFFENSES REPORTED YESTERDAY. 


Reapina, Penn., Feb, 20,—This morning’s 
telegrams from over the Lebanon Valley indicate 
that a gang of expert safe burglars were at work 
in at least four different points between this city 
and Harrisburg on Sunday night. The safe of 
Kreider & Co., at Lebanon, was blown open and 
robbed of $75. At Lebanon two mills, the Eureka 
and Strieker, were entered and tho safes were 
blown open, evidently by expert thieves. At the 
latter place the large safe was dragged out of the 
office into the adjoining foundry and blown to 
pieces with powder. Money and valuable papers 
were secured. An effort was also madeto blow 
the safe at Daub’s grist mill, near Myerstown, but 


the thieves were frightened off. It is supposed to 
be the work of a regularly organized band of rob- 
bers that has been carrying on bold and extensive 
operations all Winter. One of their leaders is in 
jail at Lebanon, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The President has 
pardoned Frank Denny, convicted of passing coun- 
terfeit coin in Minnesota, and Mary Love and Sarah 
McDowell, confined in the Westmoreland County 
(Va.) Jail for making false affidavits in a pension 
case. These prisoners had nearly served their sen- 
tences and their pardon was strongly urged. 

The Grand Jury took up the case of A. C. Soteldo 
to-day, and examined several witnesses relative to 
the shooting affair in the Repudlican office which 
resulted in the killing of A. M. Soteldo and the 
wounding of Clarence M. Barton.

THE EXPLOSION AT CHESTER.

DEATH OF TWO MORE VICTIMS—TESTIMONY 


AT THE INQUEST. 
Cuester, Penn., Feb, 20.—Two more of the 


victims of the explosion at Jackson's pyrotechnie | 


works died last night. One, Willlam H. Franklin, 
was a member of the Franklin Fire Company, and 
the other, Robert Taylor, was a young colored 
man. Mr. Franklin leaves a young wife, but Taylor 
was unmarried. The deaths from this explosion 


now aggregate 17, One of Col, Hyatt’s sons, who 
was sick in the Military Academy and had to be re- 


moved on account of the fire there, has grown 
vrorse since the explosion at the pyrotechnic works, 
and is now lying at the house ofa friend in a_pre- 
carious condition. Nearly ail the industrial es- 
tablishments inthe city suspended operations this 
afternoon so that the employes could 
attend the funerals of the victims ofthe 
late explosion. Joseph Lamplugh, David 
Dicess, and James Kestnor, all 
boys, were buried this afternoon, as were also 
Alexander Phillips, Thomas Anderson, and John 
Pollock. Phillips and Anderson were buried at 
the same time, the funeral being attended by 
the Fire Department, Odd-fellows, Red Men, and 
the Grand Army Post. Pollock’s funeral was also 
attended by the firemen, who did not return from 
the cemetery until after nightfall. 

The Coroner’s jury and the vere to-day vis- 
ited the scene of the explosion. The inquest was 
resumed, and Samuel Kitts and Capt. Morley, offi- 
cers at the Military Academy, testified that the 
Government furnished the academy with a large 
lot of brass cartridges, 300 of which were at the 
academy when that institution was_ burned, but 
which were not to be found afterward. The brass 
shells found near the ruins ofthe Jackson factory 
were identified as those stored in the academy. 
Dr. Weston testified that he had closely examined 
the wound'in the arm of Mr, Gibbs. The 
wound appeared to have been made by a 
Minié-ball, but probing had not revealed the ball. 
J. H. Mirkel testified that he returned after the 
last or third report and then saw Mr. Jackson, 
junior, who told him to keep away as there might 
be another explosion. The building was used 
many years ago by a gentleman to manufacture 
Greek fire. The testimony of Joseph Ennis, Wil- 
liam Anderson, Edward Benlah, and James B, Rox- 
borough was to the effect that they had helped to 
load boxes and barrels into express wagons after 
the fire. The jury then went to the house of Chief 
Engineer Dalton to take his evidence, but he was 
found in such a precarious condition that by order 
of his physician the jury was forbidden to question 
him in any way. 

Prof. Jackson was recalled and said he had about 
800 pounds of stars in shells and rockets abeut the 
place. In the annex were about 25 pounds of 
stars. The detonation of these stars would not 
preduce fire. The barrels which exploded in the 
building were one containing 10 or 12 oounds of 
saltpetre, one barrel of sulphur, and one filled with 
fuses, Tho last cartridges were made during the 
Southern war. They were paper cartridges. He made 
about a million condemned cartridges, but never 
broke them up for the metal because they con- 
tained fulminating powder. Prof. Jackson gavelan 
jllustration of the explosive foree of the ‘‘stars.’’ 
To show the different effects, he took 48 
grains of the composition and burned it; 
then, taking one grain, he detonated it 
by striking it with oa hammer. He 
said he was positive there was no other explo- 
sive matter in the building, and he would rot 
have believed such an explosion possible. It 
was a mystery to him what concussion 
detonated the stars, but he thought fire 
must have caused the explosion. J. W. Griscom, a 
chemist, said the explosion, being downward, was 
caused by compressed air. The detonation was 
instantaneous. Powder could not have produced 
such results. Heat would explode the stars, 
but it must be very intense. Prof. Hill, a chemist, 
said the explosion was not caused by dynamite or 
nitro-glycerine. The cause of the explosion, in his 
judgment, was meal-powder, or ordinary powder. 
The inquest was adjourned to Wednesday morning.

THE ORUSADE AGAINST UTAH Po. 
LYGAMISTS, 

A BILL REORGANIZING THE GOVERNMENT 

AND CHANGING THE NAME OF THE 

TERRITORY — THE €LAIM THAT THE 


NEW MORMON CHURCH IS OPPOSED TO 


POLYGAMY. 


WassIneGTon, Feb. 20.—Senator Lapham in- 
troduced a bill to-day to amend the act establish- 
ing a Territorial Government for Utah and to 
change the name of that Territory to ‘‘Altamont.”’ 
The bill vests the executive power over the Terri- 


tory ina Governor, who shall hold office for four 
years, and continues the present Governor in office 
until the end of the term for which he was ap- 
pointed. It disfranchises all persons guilty of big- 
amy or polygamy, and also makes them ineligible 
to serve as jurors or in any civil or mil- 
itary office. The Dill further makes it 
the duty (of the Territorial Legislature to 
repeal all statutes which authorize or sanction 
plural or polygamous marriages, and also provides 
that In view of the manifold sorrows and mis- 
eries which that unwholesome practice in the Ter- 
ritory has entailed upon ignorant and deluded 
women and helpless and suffering children, that 
the said Legislative Assembly endeavor to provide 
by some law for the support, during the remainder 
of their lives, of the homeless and destitute female 
victims of polygamy and their helpless children.” 
For this purpose the bill authorizes the Legislature 
to erect houses of refuge and protection for their 
support, and to levy taxes on the real and 
personal property of the inhabitants of the Terrt- 
tory to defray the expenses of these institutions. 
The bill also authorizes the Legislature to enact 


suitable laws to compel male parents to support 


their children born in polygamous relations and 
prohibits polygamous marriages in future within 
the Territory. 

A resolution was submitted by Senator Call rela- 
tive to polygamy. It quotes from the sixth article 
of the Constitution “that no religious test shall 
ever be required as a qualification to any office or 
public trust underthe United States,’ and declares 
unconstitutional any act of Congress which dis- 
franchises any member of any Church or 
denomination or form of religion, or which 
disfranchises those who do_ not believe 
in or practice the faith, observances, or 
rites of any Church, society, or form of religion. 
The resolution further auotes from the Constitu- 
tion that no bill of attainder shall be passed; that 
no person shall be held to answer fora capital or 
otherwise infamous crime unless on presentment 
and indictment of a Grand Jury, and that no State 
shall enforce any law abridging the privileges of 
citizens of the United States, nor deprive any per- 
son of life, liberty, or property without due pro- 
cess of law. 

Messrs. Z. H. Gurley and E. L. Kelly, a commit- 
tee representing the Reorganized Church of Christ, 
called Mormon, have presented to members of 
Congress a printed argument, accompanied by text- 
books of the Church, in which it is maintained that 
re polygamy is a crime—not a religion.” The argu- 
ment is also accompanied by a pamphlet entitled 
"The Polygamic Revelation,” in which an appeal 
is made to the world in support and vindica- 
tion of the claim that polygamy is not 
and cannot be made a part of Mormonism 
proper, as they are separately and distinctly 
apart, being directly in opposition to each other. 
The argument eoncludes as follows: ‘In present- 
ing this statement and argument, this committee, 
in behalf of the ‘Reorganized Church of Christ,’ 


which they represent, desire to express their de- 
testation of these doctrines and crimes, believing 
them to be the diabolism, in fact, of the age: 
and like the millstone cast into the sea, 
they should be forever consigned to the 
depths of darkness. In dealing with the question 
by which polygamy shall be extirpated and priest- 
ly dominance and power be subjugated to the laws 
of the land, we see no right of religious worship in- 
terfered with, but the simple prohibition of corrupt 


and evil practice, whether indulged in by the licen- 
tious of anejent or modern times, And we, in con- 
clusion, submit that where such things are tolerat- 
ed there ean be no true homes, and where there 
are no true homesthere can be no true govern- 
nent.”’

SERGT. MASON’S TRIAL BEGUN. 
WASHINGTON, Feb, 20.—The court-martial 


convened by order of Gen, Hancock to try Sergt. 
Mason, of Battery B, Second Artillery, for a viola- 
tion of the artieles of war, In having on the even- 
ing of Sept. 11, 1881, while he was on guard duty 
over the assassin of the late President, discharged 
his musket at his prisoner, Charlest J. Guiteau, met 
to-day at the Washington Barracks. The hour set 
for the opening of the trial was 11 o'clock, but it 
was fully 12 0’clock before the court was called to 
order by its President, Lieut.-Col. Henry R. Mizner. 
The prisoner, accompanied by his guard and coun- 
sel, J. G. Bigelow, having entered, the Judge-Advo- 
cate—Seeond Lieut. E. T. Brown, of the Fifth Ar- 
tillery—proceeded to read the original and supple- 
mentary orders issued by Gen. Hancock convening 
the court-martial.

the court replied in the negative. The oath being 
taken by the members, Mr. Bigelow, counsel for 
the prisoner, suggested the propriety of securing a 
diagram of the jail and its surroundings which 
should be absolutely accurate for the information 
of the court, and more on for the informa- 
tion of its visiting members. After some discus- 
sion, the court instructed the Judge-Advocate to 
have prepared, and to produce in court, a diagram 
which should meet the requirements of the case. 
The room was then cleared to permit of a consul- 
tation between the members. After the doors 
were reopened Mason was formally arraigned. The 
charges and specifications being read to him, Ma- 
son said that he had nothing to say, and the Presi-

A BILL TO PROTECT IMMIGRANTS, 
PROVISIONS REGARDING THEIR TREATMENT 
ON SHIP-BOARD AND THE LANDING OF 
CRIMINALS. 
WasHIneTon, Feb. 20.—A bill was intro- 
duced to-day by Representative Davis, of Mlinois, 


to promote immigration to the Uhited States and 
forthe protection ef immigrants. It provides that 
there shail not be carried on any vessel on a voy- 
age between the United States and any foreign 
territory a greater number of passengers than in the 
following proportion: “On the secend deck, it 
not being an orlop deck, 1 statute passenger for 
each 18 feet of clear space, exclusive of all bag- 
gage, bulkheads, berths, or other obstructions, and 
onthe main deck and poop deck, 1 statute pas- 
senger for every 16 square feet of clear space 
contained therein; the space in every case to be 
ascertained in the manner provided by law for the 
measurement of tonnage, and no passenger shail be 
carried on an orlop deck or temporary deck, nor 
on any deck where the height or distance between 
decks or from the deck to the roof or covering of 
deck-houses, measured on the inside, is less than 6 
feet 2 inches; nor upon any deck not having good 
and sufficient side lights and ventilation; nor on 
any salling vessel, except upon the main and poop 
decks and in the deck-houses, subject to the afore- 


said limitations as to space and height between 
decks.”’ 


Section 8 provides: ** That each aeck upon which 
passengers may be carried, under the provisions of 
this act, shall be divided into at least three dis- 
tinct compartments, separated by well-constructed 
bulkheads, the foremost of which compartments 
shall be occupied by single male passengers abovo 
the age of 12 years; the next abaft shall be oceu- 
ay by families, that is to say, consisting of hus- 

ands and wives and their children, and the next 
compartment sball be occupied by single females 
above the age of 12, and each compartment shall 
be connected with the deck by quitabie companion- 
ways.”’ 

The bill is very long, and prescribes the methods 
ofcaring for immigrants while en route. It re- 
quires proper medical attendance for the passen- 
gers while on ship-board, and prescribes the man- 
ner of preparing food and all other details con- 
nected with their journey.

ther own country at the expense of the vessel 
that brought them, and the vessel, master, owner, 
or agent shall forfeit, as a special penalty, $500 for 
each offense.

THE LATE DR. BELLOWS. 


TRIBUTE OF THE REV. 


BINS. 
From the San Francisco Call, Fed. 13. 


The Rey. Dr, Stebbins, yesterday morning, 


in the First Unitarian Church, delivered a eulogy 


of the late Dr. Bellows, in the course of which he 
said: 

“It is nearly i8 years sinee Henry Whitney Bel- 
lows stood here in this place and spoke a eulogy 
on the beloved King; and I stand here, in the pro- 
vidential order, to speak of Bellows. For 40 years 
he has been a distinguished preacher, a conspicu- 
ous man, and has acted a unique part in human 
society. Although born in Boston and eherishing 
an ardent admiration for her institutions and peo- 
ple, he was not in line orspirit a Bostonian. There 
is something solitary, something provincial, in Bos- 
ton soeiety (notwithstanding its singular purity) 
which Bellows did not share. There are but few 
men who do not bear the marks of their 
place; cosmopolitanism is not a place—it 
is a quality of the human mind. Provincial- 
ism is limited range of imagination and 
sympathy. All religious genius, wherever and 
whenever born, is cosmopolitan; it takes into its 
view human nature and the human world. Bel- 
lows was above provincialism of any sort. He was 
above it by the native altitude of his spirit, be- 
cause he was there—nobody put him there. He 
had a first-proof conception of religion and its 
foundation in man—not as something brought into 
the world as an afterthought, but asa part of the 
constituent element of things. Man was planned 


upon a Divine model, as the stars in their courses 


were planned ina Divine order. This conception 
of the world determines the rank of the man’s 
mind. This was Christ’s idea; yet the Christian 
world has never grasped it, but has conceived of 
Moses, Christ, His Apostles, and the martyrs as 
broughtinto mend a broken world. Jesus saw 
the identity of nature in God and man—the iden- 
tity of Divine being and human being. Bellows 
had caught this idea, and I can understand how he 
could walk miles on Sunday morning to hear Chan- 
ning. Religious genius, giving account of itself, 
simply says, ‘1 can,’ and its meaning, without self- 
conceit, is, ‘l and my Father are one.’ 

**I desire to go to the heart of this beloved man. 
Bellows belongs to a class, small in numbers but 
great in its influence, that has marked the progress 
from Jewish narrowness to what may be called 
American religion. This school, which took its 
start with Orville Dewey, is grounded in the con- 
ception that religion is in man as gravitation is in 
the natural werid. Those to whom has come the 
recognition of this truth simply go out of the old 
creeds without tearing them down—they leave 
them as they leave the old homestead. This class 
ot men, who discern the spiritual import of human 
life, and who sympathize in the life of men because 
they see in it the kingdom of heaven and the 
life of God, is comparatively small. They are 
not popular, Speaking to the winds, they have 
to trust to them to bear abroad their message. 
We get a false impression about the °* popular- 
ity’ of Jesus Christ. He had no popularity but 
such as made Him shrug his shoulders ana pre- 
pared the way for His crucifixion. Menof this or- 
der must stand in their place with the conviction 
that, in the long run, * ene with God is a majority.’ 
Bellows was endowed with great worldly powers, 
and he brought them into the service of the High- 
est. He must have felt allthe temptations of the 
wilderness and have spent more than 40 days there- 
in. Could he have fallen into line with the Roman 
Catholic Church he might have proved the ablest 
Pontiff that ever sat upon the chair of Peter. Had 
he chosen to cast his lot with the Episcopal Church 
of America he would have folded in the hem of 
his garment any Bishop that that Church has 
ever had. But he was a single fighter—a 
rough rider who never flinched from spur- 
ring into the encounter, and if overthrown 
sprang up undaunted. I do not think that the 
thought of being courageous ever eame into his 
mind—it was so natural to him to beso. He never 
gathered himself = and announced that he was 
going to say something—he simply said what there 
was tosay. He could slay a lion or a bear and tell 
neither father nor mother. He was understood 
and he was misunderstood. Tosome he was con- 
servative,to some he was radical. He was both. 
He could recegnize the truth, whether in the old 
forms or the new. He could worship either at 
Gerizim or Jerusalem, and neither there nor here— 
and thus was misunderstood by narrow minds. His 
sympathy with persens was inexhaustible. Gifted 
with singular social powers, he was sought for by 
the wealthy and refined, yet sympathetic with the 
poor. The people around the old homestead were 
fond of him, and the farmers liked to talk with 
him when they met in the road or beneath a shady 
tree.’’

ARRESTED FOR WRITING THREAT- 
ENING LETTERS. 

ANNOYING DR. DUDLEY, OF BROOKLYN—A 

LETTER TO PRESIDENT ARTHUR AND-ONE 

FROM ATTORNEY-GENERAL MACVEAGH. 


For some time past Dr. W. H. Dudley, the 


President of Long Island College Hospital, has been 
annoyed by the receipt of threatening letters from 
& person signing himsslf Dr. Tachmyntis, Dr. 
Dudley was threatened with deathif he did not 
furnish Tachmyntis with a good situation, and re- 
minded that President Garfield was killed because 


he failed to give Guiteau a foreign mission. On Sat- 
urday Dr. Dudley consulted Justice Walsh, and the 
latter issued a warrant for the arrest of the 
threatening letter-writer. The warrant was placed 
in the hands of Detectives Roll and Powers, of the 
aie eg ct Office. Yesterday morning 

owers addressed a decoy letter to Tachmynti 
and then both offieers took up their station 
near the general delivery side of the 
Post Office on Park-row. About 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon a foreign-looking man, with dark 
beard and hair flowing down over his shoulders, 
approached the window and got the decoy letter. 
Powers had followed the stranger from the moment 
he entered the building. The officers wait- 
ed until the man opened the letter and 
then they placed him under arrest. He made a 
furious resistance, and appealed to the people near 
by to come to his assistanee. A crowd soon gath- 
ered, and the prisoner, gestioulating wildly, 
said he was being kidnapped to taken 
back to Greece; that he was a citi- 
zen of the United States, and had 
a tight to protection from his feilow-citizens. An 
officer in uniform came to the assistance of the de- 
tectives, and the prisoner was taken tothe Oak- 
street Police station. He struggled all the way, 
and, using almost the exaet words of the assassin 
Guiteau,said thatJesus Christ wouid take vengeance 
on any one that harmed him. At the station-house 
he quieted down somewhat, and after a time con- 
sented to accompany the detectives to Brooklyn, 
About 200 papers and letters were found on his per- 
son, the nature of which, taken in connection with 
the man’s ‘manner, leaves very little doubt as to 
his insanity. His special delusion seems to be that 
he was defrauded out of a great estate in Constan- 
tinople left by his cousin Telemachus Basilio Tach- 
myntis, who died Dec. 3, 1873. Among the papers 
found on him was an autograph letter written by 
Attorney-General MacVeagh in reference to this 

estate, as follows:

Dr. Tachmyntis, St. Charles Hotel, Washington, D. C.: 
Str: Replying to yourcommunication of the 24th 
ult., I bave to observe in respect to the recovery of 
your estate in Constantinople that it is a matter which 
was very properly brought by you to the at- 
tention of the Department of State,» and it 
seems the late Secretary so far considered 
your application as to advise the sending the docu- 
ments pertaining to your title to the United States 
Minister at Constantinopel. I do not. find 
that it is in the prescribed duties of the Attor- 
ney-General to give instructions upon any 
subject to the representatives of this Gov- 
ernment at the capitals of foreign States, ner has 
he any authority to direct proceedings looking to the 
recovery of the property of naturalized citizens in 
foreign countries. For any information or assistance 
which can be given you by this Government touching 


your inheritance in Turkey you should continue to 
address the Department of State. 


As tothe trespass upon your property and the an- 
noyances from which you suffer in thiscity,I need 
hardly remind you that the courts are open to you, as 
to others, and you can proceedin them by civil suit 
or by criminal information. In these matters the Ex- 
ecutive authority of the United States eannot be in- 


voked for your protection. Verv respectfully, 
WAYNE MACVEAGH, Attorney-General. 
The prisoner was arrested in Washington for 
vagrancy, and a dagger was found in one of his 
trunks. He was only liberated when he promised 


to go back to Constantinople. In his possession 
were also found a passport signed by James G. 
Blaine, dated July 8, 1881, and a receipt for his 
dagger, given him at the time of his arrest. 
He made the arrest the subject of a long address 
to the Supreme Court in Washington, D. C., in 
which he claimed that he wasthe victim of detec- 
tives. whose names he mentioned, and who. he 
claimed, were incited to their work by England 
and other foreign powers. He claims that they 
searched his room for the purpose of finding Rus- 
sian bombs, which they charged him with having 
for the purpose of killing the President. Among 
other papers found on the prisoner was the fol- 
lowing: 

‘We, the undersigned, declare hereby that Dr. Tach- 
myntis, a long time ago, about July 5, told us that 
the twenty-first and twenty-eighth day of the wound 
of President Garfield would be very critical, and he 
bases his knowledge upon the Greek medical books 
before Jesus Christ. This eminent physician of Greece 
wrote to Mrs, Garfield a letter, offering his surgical 
one motion care to President Garfield, but he was re- 

used,” 


This was signed by several friends of the pris- 
oner, and dated Washington, D. C., July 26, 1881. 
In December last he addressed the following letter 
to President Arthur, but it was returned to Tach- 
myntis some days after it was sent:

THE GAIN IN THE MILD WINTER fO 
KANSAS, 
From the Atchison (Kan.) Champion, Feb. 17. 

An observing and intelligent farmer said to 
us yesterday that ‘‘the weather during the past 
Winter had been worth as much to Kansas as a 
good crop.” He explained that stock had required 
very little feeding; that the Winter had been ex- 
eeedingly favorable for out-door work, which was 
unusually well advanced, and that the roads had 
been good, aad farmers had been able to get their 
grain to market with little trouble or expense. 
Combining all these things, he declared that their 
pecuniary vaize would equal that of a fair erop. 
Our informant is undoubtedly correct in his esti- 
mate. The Winter has been a remarkably favor- 
able one, both in country and towns. Railway 
construction has gone on _ uninterrupted- 
ly, and railroad trains have run _regu- 
larly, without the usual expensive Winter block- 
ades, accidents, and delays. Thus they have saved 
large sums. Farmers have saved an immense ag- 
gregate in feed for stock, fuel, hauling, and the ad- 
vanced state of their season’s work. In the towns 
and cities nearly all out-door labor has been car- 
ried onas during the early Fall months, and the 
saving in fuel, clothing, &c., has been immense. 
We think it is true, therefore, that from a purely 
economic point of view the Winter has been worth 
as much to Kansas as a goodcrop. If the season 
had been as severe as that of last Winter, Kansas 
would have been poorer to-day than she is by 
many inillions of dollars. The crops of last year 
were short, but they have commanded twice or 
thrice the average prices, and the losses sustained 
by reason of exposure te the weather have been 
remarkably smal}. Farm stock is in excellent con- 
dition, and has been fed very little. The prospects 
for the future are very bright. The Winter wheat 
never looked better at this season of the year. 
And, everything considered, Kansas has reason to 
be well satisfied with her present situation and 
with the outlook for the future.

INCREASED DAMAGES ON A THIRD TRIAL, 
From the Savannah (Ga.)

FREE QUININE. 
To the Edttor of the New-York Times: 


Pardon me if I have very irreverently coms 
to the conclusion that had the Messenger “ot 


high” who proclaimed the universal kingdom ta 


ecme been a native of Pennsylvania, he would, 
first of all, have insisted upon a high protection 
against foreign competition. The idea of your 
correspondent, Richard Y. Mattisen, M. D., whose 
first duty one would suppose to be to preseribe 
cheap medicines, pleading for protection on qui 


nine, is an idiosyncrasy that Pennsylvania alone 
can explain. However, Dr. Mattison’s tre or snee! 
or chastisement is not so much meant for me ai 
for the high protectionists who allowed quinint 
to be put on the free list. Now, personally, I plead 
guilty to my share in freeing quinine, but I deny 
totally Dr. Mattison’s supposition that the manu 
facturers of quinine cannot compete with the 
foreign production. I have already stated thai 
Messrs. Powers & Weightman produce or sell 
more quinine now than when the duty was 
on it; at least I have been credibly 
informed so. If Iam wrong they can correct me, 
I have shown that free-quinine benefits every hos 
pital in the land, every fever-stricken locality iz 
the South and far West, where farmers and plant 
ers buy quinine by the ounce at atime. And abovs 


all there is no danger now (as there was som 
years ago) that the drug will become scarce at 2 
time when it is most needed. I have also shown 
often enough that a 10 per cent. duty would prove 
as much of a monopoly in tne hands of two or 
three millionaire quinine manufacturers as 30 or 4¢ 
per cent., because the drug is so very close and 
the game of putting down the price 10 per cent. 
or putting it up 10 per cent. can only be successfull 
played whenthe duty aids the manufacturer. 
have, over and over again, advocated free aicohol, 
which, by the bye, isnot used, according to the best 
authorities, in the production of quinine. I also 
advocated anything and everything that is used in 
the manufacture of quinine free of duty and free 
oftax. And I maintain as firmly now as I ever did 
thata duty on quinine is and would bea “blood 
tax.” Iam not going to change the word, which 
is } eat geen true and has done good service. 

nd now I must say that the arguments of Dr, 
Mattison are most just and seasonable. Can there 
be a greater hardship for manufacturers than to be 
laboring under the outrageous taxes which he enu: 
— in the case of quinine manufacture, as fol 
ows: 

“The plant consists mainly of copper machinery, 
dutiable 45 per cent.; iron machinery, 45to 60 pez 
cent.; lead machinery, 48 per cent.: tin machinery, 
85 per cent; steel machinery, 45 per cent.; brass 
machinery, 25 per cent.; bronze machinery, 35 per 
cent.; composition metal machinery, 35 per cent.; 
leather machinery, 15 to 35 per cent.; cotton cloth 
machinery, 45 to 55 rcent.,; paper machinery, 33 
per cent.; wood machinery, 20 to 35 per cent. These 
should, of course, be made free. The American 
quinine manufacturer finds it necessary to use in the 
manufacture of quinine: Alcohol, Excise tax, $1 7! 
per gallon, about 500 per cent.; fusel-oil, dutiable, $7 
per gallon, about 800 per cent.; soda ash, 20 per cent. 
soda orcrystals, 20 percent.; soda or caustic, 100 per 
cent.; sulphuric acid, natural protection; ammonia 
water, 40 per cent.; lime caustic, 10 percent. These, 
of course, should be free. 

"To render the quae now prepared ready for the 
market the following dutiable articles must still be 
used; Bottles, dutiable 35 per cent.; tin cans, 35 per 
cent.; corks, 30 per cent.: labels, 35 per cent, ; fot! 
caps, 36 per cent.; paper, 35 per cent.; paraffine, i0d 


per cent.; wax, 20 per cent.; flour, 20 percent. These, 
of course, must all be free.” 


Alas!my dear Dr. Mattison, if you take up any 
American manufactured article you will find the 
same complaint. Of course, some don’t use alco- 


hol, fusel-oil, glass, or corks, but this protection in: 
cubus applies to the manufacturing in general, ex: 


cept in such cases as steel rails and other special- 
ties, and it is these monopolists who keep the 
tariff up. As for the selfishness of these spe- 
cially protected interests I need say little; it 
is too well known. The protected cotton 
specialist cries out against the specially pro- 
tected woolen manufacturer, pig-iron’ against 
steel rails, and so on, But pig-iron has 
to succumb to steel rails because the latter have 
accumulated the most money by the tariff and are 
king pins. I agree with the Doctor that the protec: 
tionists did behave very shabbily on the free qui- 
nine question. Icould tetla good deal how de- 
lighted some of them were to see the great monop- 
oly breken that made so many millions. The only 
just retaliation would befor the manufacturing 
chemists, whose protection lease is closing very 
fast, to aid all tariff reformers in breaking giown 
the duty on copper, that big tariff swindle on 
brass, iron, steel, and on allsorts of machinery. I 
would be only too delighted to work with my for- 
mer opponents in the great and good ficht of . 
tariff reform. And here, once more, for the fif- 
tieth time, perhaps, I will again state my idea of 
tariff reform is **not’’ absolute free trade. I plead 
for free raw materials to the manufacturer and for 
a reduction on manufactures; on woolen manufac- 
tures, as a beginning, on a basis of 40 per cent.; 


on cotton manufactures on a basis of 20 or even 25 
per cent.; on iron and steel, 25 to 30 per cent.; on 
glass of all kinds, 80 or even 40 percent. The duty 
on sugar reduced to 385 per cent.; on 
silk, 40 per cent., while the present duty 
on wines, spirits, and tobacco and other 
few extreme luxuries should remain. This 
is simply an outline. I appeal even to the 
protection-struck Pennsylvanians whether such & 
programme is of a radical nature. These moder- 
ate views are not shared by many of my free trade 
friends, whose tariff ideas are based upon high 
ideas of free trade. ButI consider such a begin: 
ning as practicable and in the best interest of man- 
ufacturers and consumers. The protectionists 
may succeed in staving off the final event by the 
commission dodge or do-nothing dodge. But 
they are as blind as were the oligarchy who 
refused to buy the Sibyl books. The questionable 
delay will only irritate the millions of consumers, 


who are now having their eyes opened by the 


precious protectionists’ literature itself. My simple 
plans are that a too radical tariff reform may be 
the result of the protectionists’ obstinacy, which 
would indeed be a misfortune to the great prinetl- 
ple of eventual free trade.

THE DUTIES ON CHEMICALS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

My amiable opponent, Mr. Henry Bower, 
(who, by the way, sent mea book, for which my 
best thanks,) has really little or nothing to say 
that requires my answer, except, as usual in ex- 
plaining the great-protective robbery system, the 
more one tries to explain, the deeper one sinks in 
the bog. To-day it is aniline dyes. Mr. Bower, 
with the aid now of the Albany Aniline and 
Chemical Works, tries to prove that the reduction 
of duty in 1870 of 50 cents per pound on aniline 
dyes was in the interest of foreign mannfacturers, 
and a large amount of home capital embarked in 
the business was wiped out. 

Now, the statements I used to my amiable oppo: 
nent haye-one merit at least, they are plain, any 


one can understand them. Wellthen. In 1868 the 
eduty on aniline dye was $1 per pound and 35 pez 
cent. ad valorem, The consumption was for foreign 
dyes, 34,15614 pounds, valued at $85,841, on which 
the duty collected at $1 per pound and 385 per cent. 
amounted to $64,200 60, which is equal to about 
7334 per cent. ad valorem. Now I have shown in 
my last letter on this subject that the ad valorem 
duty collected in 1880, at50 cents per pound and 
85 per cent., averaged 68% per cent. Thus it 
will be seen that the reduction only amounted to 
10 cent. ad vaiorem on each $100 worth of 
aniline dyes imported. But here eomes in another 
bit of refutation which makes the protectionists’ 
doctrine that if we lower the duty here on an ar- 
ticle the price abroad goes up very fishy. The %,- 
156 pounds of aniline dyes imported in 1868 cost, as 
I stated, $85,841, which is as near as possible $251 
per pound. Whereas, after reducing the duty from 
$1 per pound and 85 per cent. to 50 cents per pound 
and 35 per cent. the price in 1880 was not quite $175 
per pound, namely, 563,872 pounds cost $975,404; in 
fact, it is only $1 73 per pound. 

How is this? Here is aniline dye reduced in 
duty selling for less in Europe than with a heavier 
duty onit. Then there is quinine also selling for 
less abroad. Iam afraid the protection spell, like 
the witches’ promises in “ Macbeth,” is oaly so 
mueh delusion and spite, which reacts on the an. 
fortunate votaries. There is one thing more 1 
want to say to my amiable oypenens. He says: 
“Mr. Moore will please note I have ventured to 
predict that in five years, or in less time, from this 
date, the great City of New-York will send a dele- 
gation to Congress the majority of which will be 
protectionists.” 

Well, reatly, I was under the impression that with 
the exception of Mr. Cox, they had been in the 
protectionists’ ranks already. I know but too well 
that the Morrison tariff bill was defeated, I may 
say rather “ burked,” by two New-York Congress- 
men, with the aid of the greatest of a’l the lone, 
love-sick Presidential candidates, bachelor weep- 
ing. But, for all such events, deals, and manipula- 
tions I refer my amiable opponent to one J. Keliy- 
Esq., whose present address, I believe, is Florida. 
If my amiable opponent can insure the Penusy!- 
vania Democratic delegation to the New-York 
Presidential love-sick bachelor weeping, | may 45- 
sure him he will hear no more in a 17-column let- 
ter of acceptance on tariff for revenue only than 
he did in the famous letter in 1876. 

Tariff reform has to go through fire to burn 
out the Democratic dross in it, all in good time. 
We will get tariff reform, not on account or with 
the help of such equivocal Demoerats, but in spite 
of them. And the best thing the chemical indu

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
AN UNSUCCESSFUL STRIKE. 


8TREET-OLEANING CARTMEN. 


The strike among the cartmen employed in 
the Street-cleaning Department, and by Messrs. 
Maire and Walton, the contractors, which was to 
have begun yesterday, proved a failure. The cart- 
men employed by Commissioner Coleman did not 
strike. All those who asked Mr. Walton to increase 
their pay from $3 to $3 50 a day were given the in- 
orease and went to work, and the customary force 
‘will be at work to-day as usual, In Mr. Mairs’s 
district alone was there trouble, and even there 


there was little heart in the strike. All of the cart- 
men employed in the Twenty-seventh Police Pre- 
cinct were at work as usual early in the morning, 
and each cart took one load to the dumps at the foot 
of Canal-street. In the other precincts fully half 
of the cartmen were ready to go to work, but were 
prevented from running more than one load of 
earth and garbage by the striking cartmen, who, 
‘when the teams passed through Greenwich-street 
from the Twenty-seventh and Fifth Precincts, 
stoned the drivers, and compelled them to leave 
their carts. In several instances the traces and 
hame straps were cut by the strikers. Mr. M. A. 
Kellogg, who acts as Superintendent for Mr. 

airs, expects to have the usual force of carts at 
‘work to-day, the Police having promised to pro- 
tect the drivers from the assaults of the strikers. 
Several cartmen offered him the use of their teams 
at the old rate penereny afternoon, and the 
Owners of carts who have been employed 
by Mr. Mairs generally declare ‘themselves 
gatisfied with the old rates and anxious to work. 
So, too, are the men employed who own their 
horses and carts and do theirown driving. The 
strikers are the men who have been employed as 
drivers. Mr. James McQuade, one of the owners 
of carts employed by Mr. Mairs, informed a Times 
reporter that the cartmen were not strikers, and 
that the strike, such as it is, is the work of afew 
dissatisfied drivers. If the advance in wages is 
given the cartmen they will not benefit by it, he 
said, for the plan is, in case of an advance in rates, 
for the drivers to strike for more pay. Naturally, 
therefore, the cartmen have little interest in the 
strike. Mr. Mairs had 10 teams of his own at work 
yesterday taking up ashes and refuse on 
the principal streets in his district, and 
the drivers of these carts were not disturbed 
by the strikers. Itis the opinion of many of the 
cartmen on the east side of town and in the em- 
ploy of the Street-cleaning Department that the 
strike was brought about by the cartmen in Wal- 
ton’s gory A solely to serve their ends. It is 
known that Mr. Waltonis purchasing large num- 
bers of horses and carts for use on the streets. 
‘When these are ready the cartmen now employed 
will be thrown out of employment, and a is said 
the increased pay was asked for solel¥ because 
they knew they had Mr. Walton at their mercy 
and could expect no work from him after Mr. 
Walton had bis teams ready. So they deemed him 
legitimate prey and took advantage of their op- 
portunity. Mr. Walton has received his first in- 
stallment of street-sweeping machines, and will 
ut two of them at work on the streets this even- 
ng. Others will be put on as soon as the streets 
are dry enough to admit of their use.

ANTIQUITIES FREE OF DUTY. 

A point that has long given the United 
Btates Customs authorities more or less trouble 
was decided in the United States District Court 
yesterday. A collection of ancient vases, statuary, 
weapons, and other antiquities arrived at this port 
from France in the Spring of 1879. They were con- 


pigned to Gaston L. Feuardent, and comprised what 
bas since become well known as the de Morgan 
Collection, Many of the articles were dug up in 
France and Greece by Mr. H. de Morgan himself,and 
they were said to range in age from 800 years B. C. 
to 800 A. D, Upon theirarrival here the Customs 
puthorities, under instructions from Secretary 
Sherman and Attorney-General Devens, imposed 
duties to the amount of about $800 upon them. 
There are two portions of the law relating to the 
jmportation of antiquities. The first section pro- 
vides that cabinets of coins, medals, and all other 
antiquities shall be admitted free of duty; the sec- 
ond section makes all coliections of antiquities 
specially imported and not for sale free of 
duty. The Treasury Department held that if 
Mr. de Morgan’s goods were free at all they were 
free only under the last section, and the officers of 
the Government could not be convinced that these 
antiquities had not been brought here to be sold. 
The $800 of duties was not paid, and the goods 
‘were reshipped, in August, 1879, to Montreal, 
where they remained about a month, and were 
rgain imported into this country by Mr. H. de Mor- 
gan personally, who claimed that they were not 
for sale, but only for exhibition. They were ad- 
mitted free, and subsequently exhibited at Mr. 
Feuardent’s rooms, marked “ not for sale.’’ The 
Government, however, as it appeared upon the 
trial, obtained evidence that four of the pieces 
were sold to Fairman Rogers, one of the Directors 
of the Museum of Art. The goods were then 
seized, and a suit was instituted against Mr. de 
Morgan. It was tried before Judge Brown and a 
jury yesterday, Assistant District Attorney Wal- 
lace appearing for the Government and Paul 
Fuller, of Coudert Brothers, appearing for Mr. de 
Morgan. The court held that the articles should 
have been admitted free of duty under the first 
clause of the law, the second clause being super- 
cote | and a verdict for the defendant was dl- 
rected. 


HENRY DE BERMINGHAM'S DEATH. 
The late Henry De Bermingham, whcte sud- 
den death was announced yesterday, furnishes in 
the story of his life a very striking example of what 
pluck and determination can accomplish in the 
presence of great discouragement. He was the 


only son of the Viscount de Bermingham, a Paris- 
fan nobleman. His mother died so early that his 
memory retained neither image of her features 
nor trace of her care. When nis son was about 
18 years old the Viscount, whose health had long 
been failing, took a voyage to Cuba with his boy 
as his sole companion, and while enjoying quiet re- 
tirement there died suddenly of yellow fever, 
Jeaving Henry entirely alone. A large estate be- 
longed to him in France, but with littl money and 
no friends at hand the boy took no steps for its 
immediate recovery, but lent all the inheri- 
fance of an indomitable will to securing a 
present maintenance. He soon obtained a po- 
Bition, but as his salary was small and ad- 
vancement slow he went to Central America and 
started a smail store of shipping supplies in the 
City of Panama. Little by little he lost sight of 
his title and estate, and gave himself to tho single 
purpose of accumulating a fortune. As his busi- 
ness slowly increased he changed its nature, 
making it chiefly a supply for war vessels. Dur- 
Sug the Cuban insurrections he was afforded excel- 
lent opportunities for making money, and soon be- 
mame the largest and wealthiest merchant in 
Panama. He obtained contracts from France and 
England, and when the American rebellion broke 
out, he reaped heavy profits from both the North 
and South. After thé war he retired from business 
and traveled all over the United States, becoming 
associated in the New-York and El Dorado Gold 
Mining Company. Since 1865, in connection with 
Augustus W. Whipple, he has acted as the agent 
nnd attorney of the North and South American 
Lioyd’s Fire and Marine Insurance Company. Mr. 
De Bermingham entirely abandoned his Freneh title 
and property, and during the last years of his life 
gave themnot as much as athought. His death 
on Sunday was sudden and unexpected, though he 
had reached the age of 6i years. On Saturday he 
was busily engaged at his homein Brooklyn, and 
retired in apparent health, but was attacked in the 
night with pneumonia and died at noon on Sunday.

The annual convention of the Grand Lodge 
of the order of Kesher Shel Barzel, which opened 
last Sunday, held afternoon and evening sessions 
yesterday in Pythagoras Hall, at No. 184 Canal- 
street.

Most of the time of both ses- 
sions, after the routine business had been disposed 
of, was taken up by the discussion of subjects em- 
braced ina reportof a committee appointed to 
bring matters af policy before the lodge, and to 
comment on facts contained in the reports of the 
grand officers. This document was read by Mr. N. 
W. Platzel, of this City, who was one of the com- 
mittee. Among the important matters brought be- 
fore the order was the question of the expediency of 
organizing a Systematic scheme for the relief of 
the oppressed Hebrews in Russia. It was also 
urged that the fund for intellectual advancement 
be added to, anda library started with suitable ac- 
commodations for the order.

ANCIENT RACES OF AMERICA. 
A LECTURE BEFORE THE ACADEMY OF 
SCIENCES BY PROF. NEWBERRY, 


The second of the free course of lectures be- 
fore the New-York Academy of Sciences was de- 
livered in the hall of the Aeademy of Medicine last 
evening by Prof. John 8. Newberry on the “ An- 
cient Civilizations of Arerica.” Prof. New- 
berry, drawing his materials from the 
mounds, inclosures, and other relies of the 
West, distinguished three distinct races 
which preceded the Indians on this continent. 


It was long held that the latter were aboriginal— 
autochthonous; but as the wave of civilization 
pushed its way westward relics were discovered of 
races now nearly extinct whose state of culture 
must have been far higher than that of their war- 
like conquerors. These races, respectively 
known as the mound-builders, the honse- 
builders, and the Aztecs, occupied the whole 
region of the Mississippi Valley and the table lands 
of the West, together with the arable fields of 
Mexico, Central America, and Peru. From the con- 
figuration of the skeleton and fromthe sculptures 
exhumed in their mounds it was apparent that 
they were of physical tyne Ms! unlike their con- 
querors, the Indians, and equally unlike any of the 
Asiatic races. Remains of vast fortifications and 
large’ inclosures which must have contained public 
buildings were discovered. They were builders of 
cities, workers of mines, and manufacturers of 
woven fabrics, although but few traces of their 
skill in the latter department were found 
in the mounds of sepulture that they left be- 
hind when driven out by their barbaric 
enemies. Prof. Newberry argued from the shape 
of some of these inclosures representing animals 
now extinct that their oceupation of the country 
was contemporary with the mastodon of which the 
Indian has only preserved vague traditions. it was 
evident that they possessed large and populous 
cities, so numerous as to be within sight of each 
other in some sections {of the country, and he was 
inclined to regard certain tribes of Indians in the 
West as probably their lineal descendants. 

The desk from whieh the lecturer read his manu- 
script was covered witha blanket ot fabric prob- 
ably nearly identical in ornamentation with the fab- 
rics of these ancient races, cnd the lecturer exkib- 
ited several other biankets that he had gathered in 
the course of his investigations, the figure of which 
was in the same archaic style. The weaving is 
done by hand, the warp being suspended and the 
filling putin by hand. The natural colors of the 
wool (black and white) were first used as the basis 
of the design, but at a later period red was intro- 
dueed. The distaff employed by these ancient 
races was exactly identical in construction with 
that employed in ancient bid by the Egyptians, 
and other Oriental peoples. The lecture was illus- 
trated with microphotographic views projected

THE WOMAN WHO WORE MEN'S CLOTHES. 

Jennie F. Westbrook was arrested on Friday 
last, and Police Justice Smith sent her to the peni- 
tentiary for six months, the nominal charge upon 
the commitment being that she had personated a 
man by wearing men’s clothing. She was taken 
before Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday, on writs of habeas corpus and cer- 
tiorari. Her counsel asked for her discharge, say- 
ing that it was no erime for a woman to wear men's 
clothiug unless she committed a breach of the 


peace, and that she had adopted male attire simply 
to procure a better living than she could if she wore 
feminine robes. Assistant District Attorney Allen 
asked for anadjournment until Justice Smith could 
put in a return to the writ of certiorari. Tne pris- 
oner’s counsel objected to this, saying that his 
client was entitied to discharge because the com- 
mitment was defective. Judge Donohue said that 
he would like to have a return from Justice Smith 
to the writ of certiorari, because he thought there 
was something back of what had been presented to 
him, as he did not believe any magistrate would 
commit a woman to the penitentiary merely be- 
cause she had worn men's clothing. The case was 
adjourned until 1 o’clock this afternoon.

THE CASES OF HALL AND BOLAND. 

In the Court of Oyer and Terminer yester- 
day Judge Barrett granted a writ of error inthe 
case of Washington L. Hall and Thomas Boland, 
but refused to grant a further stay of execution of 
sentence. Hall and Boland were convicted in Octo- 


ber, 1879, of having, while Inspectors of Election, 
participated in the commission of frauds through 
which George Hall was illegally installed in the 
office of an Alderman of this City instead of Jacob 
A. Hatzel. Their cases were ewarried to the Su- 
preme Court, General Term, they being meanwhile 
out on bail. The Genera! Term affirmed their con- 
victions, and Judge Barrett refused yesterday to 
permit them to remain at large pending their ap- 
peals to the Court of Appeals, because, after a 
careful consideration of their cases, the had deter- 
mined that there was no reasonable ground for be- 
lieving that their convictions wéuld be reversed, 
The Sheriff was making preparations to carry the 
prisoners to the penitentiary after the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer had adjourned, when he was 
served with a writ of habeas corpus, granted by 
Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
upon the application of Samuel Barnard. The writ 
is returnable on March 8, when a motion for a stay 
of proceedings and release on bail will be argued.

THE VALUE OF AN INDEX FINGER. 
Instead of going to the school to which hig 
parents sent him on May 17, 1881, Patrick Randles, 
a lad of 11 years. went down to the factory of the 
New-York Serew Top Works, at No. 45 Gold-street, 
and procured employment. He was put to work 


at a machine, and had been at it but a short time 
when it clipped off the index finger of his left hand. 
He sued, by guardian, the corporation in whese 
factory he was hurt, elaiming damages on the 
ground that the defendants acted improperly in 
putting him to work at a dangerous machine, with 
the operation of which he was not aequainted. The 
main feature of the defense was an assertion that 
the machine was not neeegsarily dangerous to its 
Cppenier, and in support of this a model of the ma- 
chine and the testimony of experts were presented 
on the trial before Judge McAdam and a jury in 
the Marine Court yesterday. Judge McAdam 
charged the jury that if they found that the de- 
fendants had employed the plaintiff at a danger- 
ous work, and that the plaintiff, owing to his ex- 
treme youth, was incapable of understanding the 
risk he had assumed, they must give him damages. 
The jury rendered a yerdict for damages.

It is satisfactory to learn from the state- 
ment of Mr. GEoRGE Butss that the mem- 
bers of the Grand Jury were entirely unani- 
mous as to the propriety of return- 
ing indictments against the star route 
plunderers. No one will grudge the 
administration of justice in the District, 
the Administration of President Arraur, 
or the attorneys for the prosecution all the 
credit or ‘‘vindication’’ which Mr. 
Buiss claims . ought to accompany 
these presentments. The good faith of 
all three has been questioned with 
or without reason, even in quarters favor- 
able to the conviction of Brapy, Dorsey, 
and Company, and even now it will be a 
pleasant surprise to a great many people if 
it be found that the indictments will 
be sufficient to lead to a conviction before a 
Washington petit jury. In any case, the 
perfect honesty of the course of the Admin- 


istration in dealing with this matter has 
been established beyond cavil or question. 


Mr. Buiss pays a well-deserved compliment 
to the thoroughness with which the evidence 
in the star route cases was prepared by the 
Special Agents of the Post Office Depart- 
ment acting under the orders of Mr. James. 


The Tammany members of the State Sen- 
ate have again acted withthe Republicans, 
this time on the election of Clerk. While 


nobody outside of the Legislature cares very 
much who are appointed officers of either 
house, it is a question of some importance 
to the Republican Party of this State 
whetber Tammany’s aid has been purchased 
by the promise of any concessions more im- 
portant than those which appear gn the 
surface. It is hinted in our Albany cor- 
respondence that there may be found to 
be a bargain involving the Gubernatorial 
election of this year and based on some 
important restorations of Kelly influence 
over the New-York City Government. To- 
day’s announcement of the Senate commit- 
tees by the Lieutenant-Governor will show 
whether Tammany has secured more favor- 
able treatment than its representation or in- 
fluence deserves, and may thus test the cred- 
{bility of wider inferences as to the price 
at which the alliance of the Kelly 
men has been purchased. Fortunately, there 
need be no difficulty in bringing home the 
responsibility for Republican dickering with 
the corrupt gang to whom the ability to 
plunder New-York isa necessity of exist- 
ence. There will be still less in convincing 
the Republican Party that the men capable 
of such a “ deal’’ are unworthy of its con- 
fidence. 

Applause greeted the passage of the Japa- 
nese Indemnity bill, yesterday, by the House, 
as though members suddenly realized that 
they had been remiss in their duty hereto- 
fore. The failure to returnto Japan the 
money wrongfully received has been a neg- 
lect of obvious duty, indefensible and inex- 
cusable. The tardy action of Congress (pro- 
vided the Senate shall concur with the 
House) will take out of the list of na- 
tional scandals one which no true Amer- 
ican can ever think of without pain 
and humiliation. The only _ satisfac- 

‘tion which we can draw from 
any consideration of this long delay is in the 
fact that we shall be able to return a goodly 
interest with the sum which we have so 
thoughtiessly withheld from Japan. The 
unjustly exacted indemnity was $787,000, 


paid to the United States. This money was 
held by the State Department, subject to the 
order of Congress, and, being invested and 
‘reinvested, now amounts to $1,170,314. From 
this will be deducted the sum of $254,000 
due as prize money to vessels engaged in the 
Shimonoseki affair, leaving a handsome sum 
to be returned, after these many years, to 
the Government of Japan. 
—_—_———_—_————— 

Gen. SKOBELEFF finds himself in the posi- 
tion of a man who has carried a lighted can- 
dle in dangerous proximity to a powder 
magazine. According to the London Zimes, 
** Europe has the right to ask that the Ozar’s 
authority shall be used to prevent a recur- 
rence of fire-brand speeches from Russian 
Generals,’’ a statement to which the 
declaration of the St. Petersburg Official 
Messenger, to the effect that the policy 
of the Government is in nowise pledged by 
the utterances of private individuals, will 
hardly be accepted as a sufficient answer. 
For, nobody is likely to make the mistake of 
supposing that a Russian General in Paris 
would make a public utterance which has 
not been carefully premeditated, and which 
he has not reason to believe will be approved 
by the head of the empire. The gradual 
establishment of Austrian dominion over 
the Slavic races of the Balkan peninsula, 
and the extraordinary military preparations 
which Austria is making to suppress trifling 
revolts in Bosnia and Herzegovina, give a 
perilous significance to such a Panslavist 
speech as that made by Gen. SKOBELEFF to 
the Servian students in Paris, If the Slav 
and the Teuton must fight for supremacy in 
Eastern Europe, there will be no difficulty in 
finding a cause of quarrel in the rapidly ac- 
cumulating problems in the Turkish Prov- 
inces where Austria governs and the Sultan 
nominally reigns. 


The American Protectiontst defines what 
the high tariff men seek by the Tariff Com- 
mission. It is not delay; far from it. 
‘*There is no reason whatever,’’ it says, 
‘“‘ against Congress at this session taking ac- 
tion upon subjects of great urgency, such 
as the revival of maritime commerce and 
the regulation of the duties upon compound 
manufactures in accordance with those on 
the materials used.’”’ That is to say, that 
Congress may act if it will vote a 
big bounty to iron ship-builders and 
increase the duties on certain articles. 
After that, what is wafted is ‘‘the passage 
of a tariff commission bill with the certainty 
that the revision will be in the interest of 
American industry.’”’ By ‘American in- 
dustry’? is understood, not the industry 
which is taxed, but the capitalists for whose 
benefit the tax is laid. This is entirely plain: 
Prompt action for the protected interests 
and indefinite postponement of reform. It 
is the story of the ‘‘turkey and the buz- 
zard’’ over again, 

THE STAR ROUTE PRASENTMENT. 

The presentment for indictment of twelve 
members of the star route combination, 
whose schemes of plunder have been from 
time to time so fully exposed in these col- 
umns, marks the first important step in the 
progress of the prosecution that has been set 
on foot by the Government. It is with un- 
alloyed satisfaction that the public will 
find among those to be indicted the 


names of Tuomas J. Brapy and 
Sternen W. Dorsey. There have 
been many predictions that money, legal 
skill, and political influence would save these 
two men from ever being brought to trial 
for their part in the great conspiracy. Those 
who had little faith in the determination of 
the present Administration to let no guilty 
man escape have refused to believe that 
they would be presented by a Washington 
Grand Jury on any evidence that could be 
put before it. But apresentment that should 
have omitted them would have taken the 


life out of the prosecution, for they were 
the life of the conspiracy. ‘Contractors 
might have combined and laid plans for 
plundering the Treasury, but with an honest 


and energetic man at the head of the Con- 
tract Bureau of the Post Office Department 
their schemes would have come to naught 
and they would have been speedily discour- 
aged. Gen. Brapy was the one man who 
could give them success. His joining with 
them involved him inadouble guilt. He 
not only became a participant in their plot 
for defrauding the Government and in the 
unlawful gains which they were able to 
make, but he betrayed the high trust that 
was reposed in him. He should have shut 
the door against the thieves, not helped them 
to their booty. ’ 

The part taken by Mr. Dorsry in the 
business was scarcely less infamous. He 
was a Senator of the United States, bound 
by every consideration of honor to guard 
the public interests. He held a high place 
in the councils of the party responsible 
for the conduct of the Government, and 
should have been careful of its reputation 
instead of involving it in scandal by 
his own acts. But he used his posi- 
tion and influence to secure corrupt 
contracts in the name of others and made 
himself a go-between of the Contract Office 
and the manipulators of bids- and routes. 
He doubtless relied on his influence among 
politicians and officials to prevent exposure 
of the proceedings in which he was con- 
cerned, and the same_ consideration 
gave confidence to his co-conspirators. 
It was fortunate for the country whose 
interests he betrayed and for _ the 
party whose councils he disgraced that 
a man of integrity and invincible reso- 
lution was placed at the head of the Post 
Office Department while yet the evidence 
was accessible for the exposure and punish- 
ment of the enormous frauds that were 
committed in the star route service under 
the last Administration. It would be un- 
fortunate for both if there should be 
a failure of justice in the case of 
those who: were chiefly responsible 
for the iniquity. There is no doubt 
thatevery effort has been made that inge- 
nuity could devise or a lavish expenditure of 
money could’ compass to prevent the arch- 
conspirators from being brought to justice, 
While the public opinion of the country was 
beyond their influence, they have done their 
worst to corrupt that of the District of 
Columbia, which must bear most directly 
upon the proceedings against them, and 
have spared no endeavor to influence the 
| course of the Government in their favor. 

It is reassuring to find that in spite of all 
their efforts and the peculiar taint of the at- 


mosphere of Washington in regard to offl- 
cial scandals, the Grand Jury of the Dis- 
trict has been so far convinced by the accu- 
mulated evidence as to present an indict- 
ment for conspiracy against Brapy, Dor- 
SEY, and the leading members of the star 
route ring of contractors. It is the more 
reassuring because it was in the preiiminary 
stages of the prosecution, and in the presen- 
tation of the case in the Grand Jury room, 
that the greatest danger of failure lurked. 
The public has been made aware of the do- 
ings of the Department of Justice in get- 
ting together and arranging evidence, but 
the use that would be made of it by the 
prosecuting officers and the way it would 
be regarded by the Grand Jury were 
largely matters of conjecture. This pre- 
sentment is an indication of a zealous 
determination to prosecute that will end 
many doubts and misgivings. We have a 
right to assume that the Government is 
thoroughly in earnest, and that those who 
are acting for it will be influenced by no 
consideration but a desire to satisfy the de- 
mands of justice. Henceforth the proceed- 
ings will be more in the eye of the public. 
The accused persons must be brought 
to trial, the evidence must be pub- 
licly presented, and the people will be 
able to judge of ifs completeness and con- 
vincing character and of the skill and zeal 
with which the cases are conducted. It will 
be a triumph not merely for those who have 
been concerned in the exposure and in pro- 
moting the prosecution, but for the Govern- 
ment, for the Republican Party, and for the 
very principles of our free institutions, if 
those who presumed upon the power of 
money and of political influence to shield 
them from the consequences of engaging in 
public plunder shall be brought to suffer the 
full penalty of their crimes like common 
swindlers and thieves. 


THE SILVER QUESTION AGAIN. 

There is something very instructive in the 
constant recurrence of the silver question in 
Congress. It is one of those subjects which 
will not remain disposed of because they 
have not been settled in accordance with 
sound principles. Thanks to the energy and 
persistence of a small number of ardent be- 
lievers in the silver dollar and to the timidity 
of the Republican Party, that coin has been 
made a legal tender, and the Government 
has been forced to coin it at the rate of some 
$25,000,000 a year. There were two argu- 
ments by which this policy was sustained. 
One was that the use of silver was essential 
to the successful resumption of specie pay- 
ments; the other was that the silver dollar 
was wished by the people. Both argu- 
ments have broken under the 
test of experience. Resumption, or re- 
demption ,which passes for 
has been begun and 


down 


resumption, 
maintained in 
gold without the slghtest aid from the 
use Of silver, and silver, so far from being 
wished by the people, has been refused 
and certificates have been taken in its place, 
which lack precisely that quality of legal 
tender which, it was maintained, would make 
the silver so valuable and so popular. Of 
73,000,000 of dollars in the 
vaults of the Treasury, $69,000,000, in round 
numbers, is held against silver certificates. 
At the same time, less than $35,000,000 of 
the actual coin is in circulation. The silver 
dollar has failed absolutely to take that place 
in the coinage and currency of the country 
which was declared to be awaiting it. 

Under the operation of those laws of ex- 
change which are more potent than the 
laws of Congress the silver dollars are con- 
tinually being piled up in the Treasury, and 
the necessity of providing some place to 
store them brought the subject before the 
House on Saturday. The ‘‘ Urgent De- 
ficiency bill’’ contains the following clause: 
“For constructing, repairing, enlarging, 
and renting vaults safes for the 
use of the Treasurer and _ Assist- 
ant Treasurers of the United States, 
$75,000.’ This provision aroused the 
opposition of the original silver men, Mr. 
Buckner and Mr. Bann, both of Missouri. 
The former proposed and the latter sup- 
ported an amendment reducing the amount 
of the appropriation to $50,000. They de- 
clared that the Government had-already done 
enough in the way of storing its coin; that 
the coin should be forced into active 
circulation, and for that purpose the 
one-dollar and two-dollar  legal-tender 
notes should be withdrawn and _ re- 
placed by a like amount of larger 
bills, while the requirements for smaller 
denominations should be sypplied by means 
of the silver dollars. Thus it will be seen 
that the apostles of the silver dollar not only 
insist that their pet coin shall be minted, but 
that the people shall be compelled to use it. 
It is the conversion by the sword, which has 
been the last resort of fanatics, and is justi- 
fiable in the eyes of the bi-metallist of to-day 
as it was in the eyes of MOHAMMED.

Mr. BLAND went so far as to accuse the 
successive Secretaries of the Treasury of 
having ‘‘so shaped the financial rules and 
regulations as to prevent the circulation of 
the silver dollar.’’ He does not inform us 
how any Secretary of the Treasury, under 
existing lews, could have done otherwise 
than has been done. He is compelled to 
coin the silver dollars; he is equally com- 
pelled to keep all the legal-tender notes of 
the country in circulation; he is not al 
lowed to keep on hand any more of the latter 
than is necessary to meet current payments. 
So far as Mr. SuerMAn is concerned, he 
did all that he could to push the circulation 
of silver. He offered it to all creditors of 
the Government who would take it. He 
offered tu exchange it for gold or greenbacks 
in any part of the land, ‘and to send it free 
of expense to all who could be induced to 
receive it. The trouble was that no one 
wanted it. It was only by cloaking 
the coin in the form of a certificate that 
it was forced into the currency of the 
country at all. Inour judgment it would 
have been better to have taken the facts as 
they were and not have issued the certifi- 
cates. It would have been far wiser to have 
allowed the coin to pile up in the Treasury, 
or, had that policy been authorized by law, 
to have withdrawn the small notes and re- 
placed them with the silver dollar. Then 
the people of the country would have had 
an opportunity to understand exactly what 
that coin is, and what part it can be 
made to play in the currency. They 
would have tested ite advantages and disad- 
vantages, and known by actual experience 


what tricks their representatives in Congress 
had been playing with them. Even yet, 
though we certainly do not agree with the 
financial views of Messrs. BLanp and Bucx- 
NER, we believe it is better to adopt the 
course which they suggest. Asa substitute 
for small bills the silver dollar can be 
made to serve a legitimate use in the cur- 
rency, not so well nor so conveniently as 
the bills, but.still without injury to any one, 
up to the limit of the needs of business for 
small bills. When this limit is passed, as it 
very soon would be, the country would be- 
gin to understand what a nuisance had 
been forced upon it, and we should have 
a different state of public opinion from that 
which now exists. Congress could no 
longer be misled by vague assertions regard- 
ing the popular wish, which would very soon 
express itself in a form that would admit of 
no mistake. 


POLYGAMY IN DANGER. 


Senator Caut, of Florida, represents one 
extreme of opinion concerning legislation for 
the suppression of polygamy, and Mr. Has- 
KELL, of Kansas, very fairly represents the 
other. Mr. Cau does not think that polyg- 
amy can be touched as long as it is a part of 
the religious faith and practice of a certain 
sect. Mr. HAske. would disfranchise every 
polygamist, disband the Territorial Gov- 
ernment of Utah, and carry fire 
the sword into the  pestiferous haunts 
of the polygamists. At least, if this 
is not the sum and substance of the opinions 
of the gentleman from Kansas, it fairly de- 
scribes the outcome of the system which he 
proposes. It islikely that safety lies in a 
middle course betwixt these two extremes. 
Strict constructionists, like Mr. Cauu, are 
apprehensive that personal liberty shall 
be put in jeopardy by any attempt to 
extirpate the monstrous evil of polyg- 
amy, and he is ready to conclude that 
nothing can be done without first expung- 
ing from the Constitution certain clauses 
that most publicists regard as vital to a 
prorer maintenance of popularliberty. The 
mere suggestion of a conservative course in 
this business throws the radical anti- 
Mormons into spasms of _ indignation. 
They declare that the time has come 
for the extirpation of the evil, and 
that the work must be accomplished forth- 
with, even if it requires the entire military 
force of the United States to do it. Men who 
do not favor the fire-and-sword policy are 
denounced as ‘‘Jack-Mormons,’’ secretly 
favoring polygamy. An intolerable racket 
is just now being made by men who have 
scarcely considered the matter heretofore, 
and who, having suddenly discovered that 
polygamy has grown and flourished betimes, 
wake up and call for martial law and the 
guillotine.

Senator CALL’s mental burden was dis- 
closed during the debate on the Edmunds 
bill, and he put his cause of disquiet before 
the Senate yesterday in the form of a reso- 
lution. He quotes from the Constitution 
the clause which that ‘‘no re- 
ligious test shall ever be required as a quali- 
fication to any office or public trust under 
the United States.’’ This, of course, is 
the particular constitutional provision which 
is in infraction if 
shall deuy political 
sons guilty of polygamous practices, 
plural marriage being one of the 
institutions sanctioned by the religion pro- 
fessed by the Latter Day Saints. The next 
step toward the establishment of the Mor- 
mon Church under forms of law is indi- 
cated in the second member of Mr. Cauu’s 
resolution, which declares that ‘‘no person 
shall be held to answer for a capital or other- 
wise infamous crime, 
sentment or indictment of a Grand 
Jury;’’ and further, that ‘‘no State 
shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities 
of citizens of the United States,’’ &c. Thus, 
having assumed that bigamy (or polygamy) is 
a religious observance, the Constitution for- 
bids that we shall meddle withit. And it 
being assumed that the Commissioners to be 
appointed under the Edmunds bill are to 
disfranchise polygamists without first pro- 
curing their indictment and conviction, this 
cannot be permitted, inasmuch as the Con- 
stitution provides that a man shall not be 
punished before indictment and conviction. 
Disfranchisement in this case would be pu- 
nitive. 

In this statement of Mr. CALu’s are con- 
densed all of the objections brought against 
the Edmunds bill. But the practice sought to 
be discountenanced, and claimed to be re- 
ligious, is not only shocking to the moral 
sense of civilized people, but contrary 
to the law of every civilized com- 
munity beneath the sun. If, under the 
pretext of religious toleration, we license 
polygamy in the Church of the Latter Day 
Saints, there is no good reason why we 
should not also permit murder, should there 
arise a religious denomination whose arti- 
cles of faith should recognize the efficacy of 
human sacrifices. Mr. and Mrs. Freeman, 
of Pocasset, Mass., believed that they had 
received a Divine command to slay their 
child. This act was done by the father, the 
mother being accessory thereto, According 
to Senator CALL and the tender-footed oppo- 
nents of the Edmunds bill, the Constitution 
prohibits the deprivation of the FREEMANS 
of their liberty. But FREEMAN was not 
only deprived of his right to vote and hold 
office, but he was put under lock and key. 
It is difficult to treat with seriousness the 
grotesque claim that crime may be commit- 
ted in the name of religion and the offender 
escape on the plea that he is sincere in his 
belief. As for the clause of the Constitution 
that provides that the privileges of a citizen 
shall not be abridged, &c., Mr. CALL seems 
to have overlooked the fact that this applies 
only to States. The right of Congress to 
abolish suffrage in any Territory is as clear 
as the sun inthe heavens. The power to 
make and unmake a Territorial Government 
is supreme in Congress. 


Senator LapHam’s bill is drawn up with 
a view to this accepted theory. He would 
upset the Government of Utah, repeal ail 
Territorial statutes sanctioning polygamy, 
forbid plural marriages in future, and pro- 
vide houses of refuge and asylum (at public 
cost) for the reception of persons left desti- 
tute by the general upheaval which his 
scheme contemplates. Mr. LAPHAM pro- 
poses too much. The Edmunds bill goes to 
the root of the main difiiculty heretofore 
encountered in all attempts to suppress po- 
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danger of Congress

lygamy by act of Uongress. It has been 
impossible to prove the pelygamous relation 
of accused persons. Under the Edmunds bill, 
persons are disqualified and disfranchised 
by reason of their polygamous practices, and 
this offense is to be established by the fact 
that the defendant or accused cohabits with 
more than one woman. The rite of mar- 
riage need not be proved. The practice may 
and can be proved. It really would appear 
that the bill, if it shall become a law, may 
be made operative in the suppression of 
polygamy. If thisshould fail, then more 
drastic measures will certainly be adopted. 
It is possible that we may be compelled to 
break up the Territory of Utah; but less 
revolutionary methods should first have a 
fair trial. 





A SAGACIOUS CAT. 


The demand for stories illustrating the 
sagacity of animals seems to be insatiable, 
and the more incredible these stories are the 
more widely are they circulated. There are 
a good many incidents in the ‘‘ Lives of the 
Saints’’ which severely tax the credulity of 
even the most ardent Roman Catholic, and 
the stories told by enthusiastic Spiritualists 
are sometimes slightly improbable, but there 
are stories told of animals by eminent and 
comparatively conscientious scientific per- 
sons in comparison with which the wild- 
est stories of saints or _ spirits are 
probable and prosaic. Of course, we cannot 
doubt these stories, for there is no taint of 
piety or superstition about them, but still 
they do inflict a terrible strain upon the 
credulity of any but the strongest men. For 
example, there is the anecdote of the saga- 
cious elephant to whom a wicked boy in the 
circus gave a large piece of molasses candy 
in the centre of which was concealed an 
ounce of red pepper. Instead of swallow- 
ing it and undergoing pleasing agonies, the 
beast wound one leg around the boy, pried 
open his mouth with a tusk, and, hold- 
ing the candy with the extremity 
of his trunk, sifted the entire lot 
of pepper down the boy’s _ throat 
amid the cheers of the assembled people. 
There, too, is the story of the sagacious 
horse who was carrying on his back a worn- 
out Methodist preacher, and traveling in the 
thickest of darkness over a wretched West- 
ern road. The minister fell asleep, and the 
horse, on reaching a swollen river and find- 
ing that the bridge had been carried away, 
crossed the raging torrent by walking care- 
fully over a telegraph wire that had been 
blown from the poles and stretched from 
bank to bank. And then there is the story 
of the sagacious dog who had lost un entire 
litter of pups just at the time that a hen of 
her acquaintance ventured too near acolored 
camp-meeting and left a family of fifteen 
young chickens to mourn herloss. Thedog 
instantly adopted the chickens, nursed them 
with great assiduity, and brought them all 
to maturity, although they ever afterward 
betrayed an abnormal fondness for bones 
and insisted upon sleeping on the front 
piazza and cackling loudly at the moon. 
These stories must be strictly true, but 
hardly any one who had not been carefully 
trained to disbelieve stories of able and in- 
genious saints could believe them without 
some little difficulty. 

Undoubtedly, the following incident, illus- 
trating the extraordinary intelligence of acat, 
will be disbelieved by a few bold spirits, 
but there is no reason to doubt that it is as 
true as fully three-fourths of the animal 
stories with which the public is already 
familiar. Mr. Martin, of Thirty-ninth- 
street, recently had the electric light put 
into his house, and for atime it afforded 
him great satisfaction, although he has 
never felt that he fully understood it 
and was never quite certain that it was 
a perfectly safe thing to have in the house. 
During the late intensely cold weather 
Mr. Martin went to bed at his usual hour, 
and was subjected to the usual questions in 
regard to the locking up of the house, with 
which all married men are familiar. To 
these, however, Mrs. Martin added a new 
question. She asked, “Mr. Martin, did you 


think to turn the electricity on before you 
came to bed?’? and Mr. Martin replied that 
he ‘‘ didn’t know as he had.”’ ‘‘ Then,’’ said 
Mrs. Martin, arranging her pillow, ‘‘that 
electricity will be sure to freeze and 
burst, and we shall have it all over 
the house before morning.’”’ In vain 
did Mr. Martin remark that the men 
who put the electricity in the house never 
told him that it would freeze, and that he 
didn’t believe there was any danger. His 
wife inflexibly maintained that he should 
have let the electricity run just as he had 
let the water run in the bath-room, and that 
if he was not perfectly selfish and brutal he 
would get up at once and attend to the mat- 
ter. Now, Mr. Martin’ was a well-meaning 
put an obstinate man, and he totally refused 
to get up, and went to sleep, remarking that 
the electricity might burst and blow the 
house up for all he cared. 


It happened that in the course of the 
night the thermometer descended far below 
zero, and, as Mrs. Martin had predicted, the 
electric wire burst and the electricity began 
toleak. The leak was jin the bath-room, 
and when morning came, and Mr. Martin 
awoke, he smelt such a strong smell of 
electricity that he at once knew that some- 
thing was wrong. His nose guided him to 
the bath-room door, under which a small 
stream of electricity was flowing; but, com- 
prehending that the room must be filled with 
the escaping fluid, he wisely forebore to 
open it. He went down stairs into the 
butler’s pantry, where he found that the 
electricity had ruined the ceiling, and he was 
about to go down to the cellar, when, as 
he opened the door, the family cat sprang 
to meet him. Knowing the sagacity of 
cats and their intimate connection with elec- 
tricity, he resolved to watch the animal and 
to see what she would do. 


. The cat smelled the escaping electricity and 
took in the situation at once. She exam- 
ined the whole house, and then, with ex- 
pressive gestures, asked to be let out of the 
back door. Mr. Martin let her out. To 
his unspeakable astonishment she instantly 
climbed up an iron wasie-pipe that ran from 
the roof to the ground, passing close by the 
bath-room window. When she reached 
the window-sill she placed her tail close 
against the metallic ‘‘catch’’ intended 
for the window blind, and placed her 
fore feet against the waste-pipe. In- 
stantly a stream of electricity flowed 
over her back from the bath-room to the 


waste-pipe, and so to the ground. For a 
few moments the cat was enveloped in 
a shower of sparks, but—to be exact— 
in precisely two minutes and thirty-four 
seconds by Mr. Martin’s watch the in- 
genious animal emptied the bath-room of 
electricity so that her master could safely 
enter and stop the leak temporarily with 
white lead. It is needless to say that Mr. 
Martin is proud of his cat, and that he re- 
gards her as the most sagacious animal of 
her species that has ever yet appeared. 


Between Mr. BEECHER and Mr. MILn our 
theology is becoming woefully mixed. Mr. Mrzy, 
having ceased “ petitional prayer” and replaced 
the Deity by his own “‘ best and tenderest thought,” 
has reached the conclusion that there is no hell 
and no future life. These views he reiterated yes- 
terday. Mr. BeEcner has nothing in common with 
Mr. Mrxn in respect to his views of the Deity, but 
he has reached the point of agnosticism as to ever- 
lasting punishment. It has been supposed that he 
had actually discarded hell from his theological 
system, but in his Sunday’s diseourse he 
declined to speak about the presumption 
for or against the possibility of salva- 
tion for a sinner dying unrepentant. But 
the most important statement made by Mr. 
BEECHER was his announcement that he had found 
anew kind of sinner. When he was in Paris, like 
a second Dante, he visited the Inferno. He found 
it in the Jardin Mabille, whitner he went, as he is 
careful to inform us, “ with some companions.” 
The men whom he saw there taking part in the di- 
versions of the place were so far gone in hopeless sin 
that “‘it would be useless to attempt their reforma- 
tion.” ‘* There was no cure for them but death,” 


*he said. Now, this is a distinct denial of the ven- 


erable doetrine that ‘* While the lamp holds out to 
burn, the vilest sinner may return.” Such a 
degree of sin as this, a sin for which 
there is no cure but death, is certainly not recog- 
nized by the Christian Scriptures, whose absolute 
truth and trustworthiness in every line ana letter 
have the strong indorsement of Dr. S. C. BARTLETT. 
So between Mr. Miin, who rejects Christianity as 
“an institution which pretends to a monopoly of 
Divine favor and guidance,” and Mr. BezecHEeR, who 
finds its narrow limits too confining for his expansive 
genius, and goes outside its teachings for materials 
to make his sermons interesting, the average 
Christian, casting about for some immovable rock 
of faith, is left in painful hesitation whether to fly 


to Dr. BARTLETT or to the Pope. 
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The story of the excitement over the discov- 
ery of petroleum in Germany reads like a repetition 
of the history of the early borings in Pennsylvania 
in the days when any man who made himself con- 
spicuous by the size of his diamond shirt-pin, the 
wildness of his vest pattern, or the lavishness of 
his expenditures was at once set down as 
one of those who had “struck oil.” As usual, 
speculation runs ahead of legitimate development, 
and the sale of a few car-loads of the Peine refined 
oil has filled the German breast with the hope 
that these wells will soon yield enough 
oil to supply the Fatherland, when impor- 
tations from America will cease. This is an 
extravagant expectation, of course, but the pres- 
ence on the ground of English -capitalists and 
American engineers is a good assurance of the 
reality of the discovery. Down in Georgia and 
North Carolina the intelligent native has a way of 
making a gold mine by loading a shot-gun with 
gold-dust and shooting the charge into the 
ground; but we cannot believe that the phlegmatic 
Teutons are as yet up to such wiles as salting mines 
and stocking petroleum wells with oil from Penn- 
syivania, and if they could be guilty of such things 
the experienced American engineers would quickly 
detect the fraud. The American people have some 
interest in this diseovery. If it should turn out 
that there really are vast reservoirs of petroleum 
underlying the soil of Hanover, we can perhaps get 
our oil from there, and so bring the Standard vil 
monopoly to misery and want. 
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Trade and steam enterprises, with all that 
they imply in the sudden accumulation of great 
fortunes and the tendency to unexampled ex- 
travagance among those who succeed, have made 
many heirs of historic names and great estates in 
England feel poor. Lancashire miil-owners, India 
merchants, and railway kings for a generation 
have been outrivaling Lords and Dukes in luxuri- 
ous ways of living, while the Lords and Dukes, 
hard-pressed to keep up their supremacy, and per- 
haps “sore given to revel and ungodly glee,” 
are driven for relief to the auctioneer. Bien- 
heim loses its choicest possession in the 
Sunderland library. Hamilton Palace is despoiled 
of its own book treasures and those which Beck- 
FORD ccllected, and now we hear that the Lord of 
Hamitton is also to sell his pictures, statues, and 
decorative furniture at public vendue. Fortunate- 
ly, he will not imitate Charles Surface to the extent 
of selling the portraits of his ancestors along with 
the rest, but will stop, in the matter of auctions at 
least, where Charles began. It was that Duke of 
Hamrtton who went as Ambassador to Russia in 
the last century that formed this collection—the 
Duke who built upon his estate a colossal mauso- 
leum that resembles in form, as it does in size, an 
ancient Egyptian tomb. Some of these works of art 
that are now to be sold—and the auction will take 
place, we are told, about the same time as the 
book sale, but within the palace, and not in Lon- 
don—possess an unusual art interest, greater, in 
certain respects, than objects sold from Stowé, 
San Donato, and Strawberry Hill. There are 
heroic bronze statues that were cast at Rome for 
Francis I., among them the “ Diana of the Louvre,” 
the *' Fighting Gladiator,’’ the ‘‘Apollo Belvedere,” 
the “Antinous of the Vatican,’ and the group of 
Hercules and Telephus. A large altar-piece, “As- 
sumption,”’ is by Borticrerir A “Daniel in the 
Lions’ Den” is by RuseEens, a work which was 
painted entirely by RuseNs’s own hand, and former- 
ly was a part of the collection of King CHartes I. 
VELASQUEZ is there in a portrait of Parurp IV. that 
was asportof the Peninsular war. The antiques 
include a statue in Parian marble of the ** Venus of 
the Capitol” and busts in red Egyptian porphyry of 
Avevustus and TrBerius. ANDREA MANTIGNA is 
represented by two fine portraits and four panel 
pieces; ALBRECHT DvRER by two portraits—one of 
himself; Hotsery by portraits of Epwarp V. and 
Protector SomerseT; TiTIAN by 3 portrait of Pare 
Il. in full length. It is tritely said that for 
America there is little chance now to obtain 
works by the old masters that shall give us 
museums worthy to rank with those of Europe—an 
erroneous notion of which an excellent refutation 
lies close at hand in this Hamilton sale. It would 
be a case of gross neglect if America should fail to 
profit by this opportunity; for, though such oppor- 
tunities are somewhat common now, they will be 
less sO a@ generation hence, The tendency of all 
such sales is not go much to disperse the works 
among private persons as it is to gather them into 
public museums, and public museums, fortunately, 
have not yet become contributors to the auction 


catalogues. When they get a good thing they 


keep it. 
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Of all the abundant matter contributed to 
the latest Century, nothing will attract more sym- 
pathetic interest than Mary Cowpzn CLARKE’S 
memoir of Le1eh Hunt. The CLarKeEs will always 
be thought of in relation with that gifted trio, 
SHELLEY, Keats, and Hunt. Mary Cowpen 
CLARKE was ‘‘honored and charmed” by the 
friendship of Hunt. This country, she points out, 
gave birth to his ancestors, and he was affection- 
ately proud of American regard for himself and 
his writings. Mrs. CLarke describes the poet in 
almost the same words used by Hvnt to describe 
his father; each had a handsome face, delicate 
features, a graceful address, and a remarkably fine 
voice; although Hunt had a dark complexion and 
blaek eyes, while his father’s complexion and eyes 
were light-colored. There was inthe manner of 
the poet an irresistible attraction that won for 
him all women’s hearts and most men’s interest. 
Even those who objected to his opinions suc- 
cumbed to the charms of the man. “ None,” de- 
clares Mrs. CLARKE, “‘could withstand the grace, 
the bewitching look, tone, and cordial bearing 
that held the eyes, the ears, the thoughts capti- 
vated and spell-bound as he spoke.” Sensitive del- 
icacy was one of the poet’s marked characteristics. 
Mrs. CLARKE, during her intimate acquaintance 
with him, never heard him use a coarse or a light 
word in his free intercourse with friends. His talk 
was full of airy elegance, sportive fancy, and viva- 
city. It was seldom marred by levity. Yet, though 


his manner and talk were womanly in their deli- | 


cacy, hehad not ‘‘the yery leasttouch of effemina- 


oy.” He was essentially manly. An illustration of 
his extreme sensitiveness is given by Mrs. Chance. 
He was writhing under the attacks of a brother 
writer, made upon him when his book called “ Lord 
Byron and his Contemporaries” appeared. He was 
extremely agitated by these attacks, and he felt 
the necessity to resent it openly. In the presence 
of the Clarkes, he wrote a first sketch of a sting- 
ing retort which he intended to publish. Hig 
friends suggested that the publication of this re 
tort might leadtoaduel. The subject of dueling 
was then discussed with a good deal of animation, 
and Hunt confessed to feeling extreme dread, 
even terror, at the thought of having to fighta 
duel. It was the imagination and the sympathy 
of the man, not physical cowardice, which spoke 
in sueh a confession. These deep qualities of hig 
temperament were, Mrs. Clarke thinks, at the root 
of much that seemed inconsistent and wavering 
in his conduct; he was often misunderstood and 
maligned where he ought to have been compre- 
hended and appreciated. It is Mrs. CrarKz’s 
opinion that Hunt put many of his peculiar qual- 
ities into the characters of Sir Philip Herne anf 
Sir Ralph Esher. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


MME. GERSTER’S WELCOME. 


Mme. Gerster’s return to New-York last 
night was a notable event of the musical season, 
and as the first of the two weeks’ performances by 
the company, which is under the management of 
Mr. Strakosch, received, as it deserved, more than 
usual attention. There was a very large and appre 
ciative audience in attendance, though the weathey 
was by no means propitious, and Booth’s Theatra 
presented a brilliant spectacle. Mme. Gerster 
was received by her admirers with genuine en- 
thusiasm. She sang beautifully, and seemed to 
revel in the execution of vocal difficulties that 
would surpass the possible efforts of other sopranos. 
Her voice has lost nothing of its sweetness; she 
has gained in experience and knowledge of the 
business of the stage, and gave a finished repre- 
sentation that was a delight to all her hearers. 
From first to last Mme. Gerster’s vocalization 
was admirable, but it was reserved for her 
to distinguish herself in the third act, 
in which she was perfect. Two artists appeared 
for the first time in New-York. viz., Signor Gian- 
nini as Edgardo and Signor Ciapini as Ashton, 
Signor Ciapini did some good work, and, despite 
a disagreeable vibrato, made a favorable impres- 
sien. His voice lacks the power that is desirable 
in a baritone, but its quality is good, and 
it would seem that he is an artist wha 
should be able to command suecess ig 
other réles. As to Signor Giannini, there is 
not a doubt that he will be a favorite, 
He possesses a strong, tenore robusto voice of 
somewhat extraordinary range, and knows how to 

se it. He scored a pronounced suceess last night, 
though it was evident that the réle of Edgardo was 
not best adapted to his powers. To-night “ Aida” 
will be sung by Mile. Lesiino, Mlie. Prasini, and 
Signor Mancini, who are all strangers to the New: 
York pubhe. They have been highly praised in the 
South and West.

FRANZISKA ELLMENREICH. 

A large and languid audience sat through 
the five long-winded acts of Gustav Freytag’s 
drama, “‘Die Valentine,” last night at the Ger- 
mania Theater, not chiefly, however, for the pur- 
pose of dissecting this illustrious work. The inci- 
dent which gave a serious interest and unusual im- 
portance to the performance was the first appear- 
ance here of Frau Franziska Ellmenreich, an actress 
of considerable celebrity in Germany, and a mem- 
ber of the Royal Theatre in Dresden. Her coming 
has been expected and announced for a long 
while, and it is possible that pubiic expectations 
have been raised too high. The actress was wel- 
comed in the beginning witha good deal of core 
diaiity, and the band heiped the people’s enthusi- 
asm with its cheering blare and harmony. During 
the rest of the evening the applause was not par- 
ticularly inspiring, and it must be owned 
that Frau Ellmenreich hardly inspired ap- 
plause. The play, in the first place, was a 
load which the audience bore with courage and 
patience. It is a romantic drama, made up ot 
awkwardly strung episcdes and a vast amourt of 
talk, which was listened to in sepulechral silence. 
There are some good situations and scenesin the 
play. itis true; the climax of the third act might 
be made extremely effective. The character of 
the Baroness von Geldern has also dramatic quali- 
ties ‘and contrast and tragic suggestion, which 
might be brought out with some force and clear- 
ness in really strong, natural acting. But Frau 
Eilmenreich was simply intense, without being 
either strong or natural. It was hard to discover 
from this performance the special reason for the 
value placed by many esteemed and enlightened 
German citizens upon her acting. 

The character of the Baroness is that of a high- 
strung, emotional, unhappy woman placed in a 
peculiar and dramatic situa‘ion. It should pe 
embodied with lucid and simple vigor, with deep 
expression of emotion, and in a sympathetic and 
impressive style. Frau Ellmenreiciis not with 
out talent or intelligence assuredly, and these were 
shown conspicuously in a few bursts of well-direct 
ed strength. But. on the whole, her act 
ing was merely the exhibition of a manner 
not the play of real feeling and real pas 
sion; and the manner was of a sort which 
is barely tolerated in these days. It was 
spasmodic,-unnatural, intense, and overdrawn ta 
the last degree. It was full of pangs and gasps 
and poses and all varieties of emphasis in vocality 
and gesture. It was essentially the manner of 
over-acting, and was, therefore, neither genuinely 
forceful nor artistic. It was, above all, full of sug- 
gestions to the imagination of discomfort and 
dyspepsia. Reality in acting has grown to be, 
in sound judgment, the charm of- this beautiful 
art; the nearer one comes to life and nature, 
the nearer one approaches a high, fine. and vera- 
cious art. Itis the apparent labor of acting which 
givesa false intensity to so much work on the 
stage, and it is this which made Frau Elimenreich’s 
performance seem particularly unreal. The man- 
ner.of this actress is in singular contrast, for in- 
stance, with the manner of Fraulein Schratt,whose 
simple and graceful style has already been de 
seribed in this journal, and whose delightfully 
natural acting is as refreshing as the brightness of 
the morning. 

The assisting company was tolerably efficient, 
Herr Raberg and Herr Merton being by far the 
most acceptable persons in the cast. 


THALIA THEATRE. 

“‘Fanchon” was produced before a crowded 
house last evening at the Thalia Theatre, with Miss 
Katharina Schratt in the character which Maggie 
Mitchell has made famous in this country. Al- 
though it was her first appearance in this part, yet 
the Vienna actress gave great satisfaction and was 
repeatedly called before the curtain. In the 
moonlight dance the spectators applauded long, 
and in the last scene when the reconciliation 
between the Cricket and old Father  Bar- 
beaud takes place, and he gives his consent ta 
her marriage with his son, Landry, the house fairly 
came dowu with applause.

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rance companies and upon the workmen thrown 
out of employment. It is not believed that 
the net loss to the burned-out firms will exceed

in Boston. Its risks amount to $50,000."

shoe stock. Of the smaller or auxiliary firms de- 
pending on shoe manufactories the following were 
burned out: Twenty-two heel manufacturers; 25 
heel contractors, 25 shoe contractors, and 25 stitch- 
ing-rooms—in ajl about 282 firms.

THE JERSEY CENTRAL. 


WHY THE INJUNCTION WAS OBTAINED— 
WAITING THE ACTION OF THE GOVERNOR. 


The attention of both sides engaged in the 
contest for the control of the Jersey Central Rail- 
road is just now directed to the injunction sued 
out by the Gowen-Garret faction, and tothe bill 
permitting the additional issue of stock which was 
to have been placed in the hands of the Governor 
of New Jersey last night for his action. The in- 
junction was by many regarded as premature, but 
the Gowen-Garrettt party was ready yesterday to 
justify the injunction. It was said the Lathrop 
party had laid a deep plot to outwit the other side. 
They expected that the Governor would sign the 
bill last night, and had arranged to take the road 
out the hands of the Receiver this morning. The 


increase of 80,000 shares of stock was allsigned and 
prepared for issue at any time, and Jay Gould and 
the rest of Judge Lathrop’s following stood ready 
to gobble it up before the Gowen-Garrett side 
could obtain a chance to make a single bid 
for it. It was charged that Judge Lathrop 
and his friends had even gone so far as to make 
arrangements for direct telegraphic communica- 
tion with parties in Trenton, and, as soon as favor- 
able word was flashed over the wires, the scheme 
was to be consummated. To prevent this sharp 
practice the injunction was secured. Mr. George 
G. Haven, Vice-President, and Mr. Frederick A. 
Potts, a Director of the Jersey Centrai, declared 
the story to be nonsense, and averred that such a 
thing had not been thought of. It was not antici- 
pated that the. Receiver would be discharged for 
some time yet, and it was well understood that the 
Directors, it they were inclined, could not issue the 
stock without the consent of the courts. 

A consultation of the Directors was held at the 
office of the railroad company yesterday afternoon 
and the injunction was referred to Gen. Swayne. 
counsel for Judge Lathrop, to determine what 
course to pursue. Judge Lathrop evidently did 
not attach much importance to the injunction. He 
said the Jersey Central was a corporation char- 
tered and doing business underthe laws of the 
State of New-Jersey, and he did not see what juris- 
diction a courtof the State of New-York had 
over it. 

Mr. Thomas P. Fowler, of Dunning, Edsall, Hart 
& Fowler, attorneys for the Gowen-Garrett inter- 
est, said the Jersey Central had property and did 
business in this City, and his clients did not admit 
that New-Jersey was the only State that had juris- 
dietion. Mr. Fowler quoted the code to show that 
the Superior Court, which granted the injunction, 
had jurisdiction in an action brought by a citizen 
against a foreign corporation. Mr. Fowler said 
the injunction would prevent any conspiracy to 
seize the road without giving Mr. Gowen and his 
friends an opportunity to take their proportion of 
the proposed increase of stock. 

President Gowen went to Trenton yesterday to 
consult with his eounsel, Attorney-General Stock- 
ton. It was not known whether. he intended to 
a argument before the Governor against the 

ill. 


TRENTON, Feb. 20.—Both houses of the 
Legislature met at 8o’clock. The bill allowing the 
Central Railroad Company of New-Jersey to issue 
additional stock was reported by the House to the 
Senate this evenisg and was then taken to the 
Governor.

GENERAL RAILROAD NOTES. 
PENNSYLVANIA ROAD’S CHICAGO SHORT CUT 
—OTHER RAILROAD MATTERS, 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 20.—The Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company has contemplated the construc- 
tion of ashorter line between Cincinnati and Chica- 
go for several months, but no definite conclusion on 
the subject has yet been reached. At present the only 
route controlled by the company between the two 
points makes it necessary torun to Xenia by the 
Pan-Handle route, and thence westward. This is 
a great loss, and it is now considered probable that 
a road will be built through Hamilton to Rich- 
mond, where connection will be made with the 


Columbus, Chicago and Indiana Central. This is 
made necessary by reason of the fact that the Chi- 
cago, Hamilton and Dayton. the only present direct 
route to Chicago out of Cincinnati, is controlled 
by Mr. Vanderbilt. 

It is officially stated that the net earnings of the 
Northern Central Railway Company forthe past 
year were equivalent to# percent. of the capital 
stock, in addition to which $450,000 of new equip- 
ment was provided. The purchase of the Union 
Railroad of Baltimore will be an annual saving of 
$180,000, equal to a dividend of 6 percent. on its 
capital stock. 


New-Haven, Feb. 20.—The annual report 
of the Housatonic Railroad Directors, to be sub- 
mitted to the annual meeting on Feb, 24, shows the 
receipts of the road for the year ending Sept. 30, 
1881, to have been $754,513 10. Deducting 
$2753.981 98 for expenses and $146,996 98 for 
interest, taxes. and rentais to other roads, 
the balance is $127,015. The report mentions the 
purchase of that portion of the New-York, Housa- 
tonic and Northern Railroad between’ Brookfield 
junction to and including the terminal facilities 
at Danbury. Conn., for $65,000. The expense of 
steel rails, $75,925; the cost of cars, $11,875; build- 
ing dwellings and improvements at Bridgeport 
help to swell the extraordinary expenses to $158,- 
814 87. The road earrted during the year 319,743 
passengers and 348,614 tons of freight. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 20.—An attachment was 
issued out of the Superior Ceurt of this city to day, 
atthe instance of Thomas Raynolds, of London, 
against the Indianapolis and Evansville 
Railroad Company, to recover $76,250 al- 
leged to be due om a contract for steel 
rails. There is in the Custom-house here property 
valued at $140,000, upon which there are unpaid 
Customs duties of $60,000. The attachment has 
been laid in the hands of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company, which is said to hold the bills 
of lading. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Feb. 20.—Ground was 
broken this morning near Kiamins for the Balti- 
more and Ohio new line to Philadelphia. This is done 
in compliance with the Delaware charter, which re- 
quires the work to be commenced before March 1. 

The connections on the Newark and Delaware 
City Railroad for the Pennsylvania Railroad’s short 
cut between Baltimore and the Peninsula were 
made on Saturday, and trains will begin running in 
a few days. 


BuFrFa.o, N, Y., Feb. 20.—The New-York, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad Company has 
accepted the grant from the city, and the site of 
the depot has been decided upon, the location 
being in Erie-street.

DESTROYED—DAMAGE ALONG THE MIS- 
SOURI. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 20.—The Ohio River is now 
56 feet in the channel, and is rising at the 
rate of two inches an hour, it is already 
higher than at any time during the fleod of Au- 
gust, 1875, and there is every probability that 
within the next two days it will reach a 
higher point that has ever been reached in the 
history of the city, with the exception of the me- 
morable fiood of 1832 and possibly that of 
1848. The Licking River, which empties into 
the Ohio directly oppesite Cincinnati, is 
swollen far beyond its banks ia the vicinity of its 
head-waters, and it still is rising. The tribu- 
taries of the Ohio between here and Pittsburg 
have been raised to flood height by the 
rains of the last 36 hours. When this 
water reaches the Ohio, it will carry it at least two 
or three feet higher. The rain still continues, so that 
while the situation is certain to become worse, it is 
possible that it will become very much worse. 
Should the water rise much higher property 
will be swept away or greatly injured, and 
business in almost every line is already at a 
standstill. Very little work is done on the floor of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and business men 
through the bottoms have given the whole day to 
the work of saving their property. All the rolling 
miils and founderies have stopped work and 
nearly all the manufacturers in other lines 
whose works are situated near the river. It 
is estimated that 20,000 men have been thrown out 
of work in this city, and were it not for the fact 
that a great number have been utilized in 
saving property, the number would be very much 
greater. In the founderies the damage is very 
serious, for the reasons that it will require at 
Jeast 60 days to dry out the molding fioors and get 
them into condition for use again. With orders 
waiting, this delay will cause serious loss 
to the. proprietors as well as to the men. 
all the coal landings and yards in this city and Cov- 
ington are deep under water. Of course no busi- 
ness can be done and the stock on hand will be 
very much damaged. ‘ 

The Ohio and Mississippi, the Cincinnati, In- 
dianapolis, St. Louis and Chicago, and the 
Marietta and Cincinnati Railroads can 
none of them run into the depot. 
The passengers on the two roads first named 
were dropped by all the trains to-day at Niy- 
erside, three miles below the depot. No 
trains left the city on these roads 
to-night. A bridge on the Marietta and Cincin- 
nati Road, near Cummiasville, is partially washed 
out, and the trains on that road will be 
obliged to reach the city by the way 
of tne Cincinnati and Hamilton and Dayton traeks, 
The road-beds of the Marietta and Cincinnati 
and the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati 
and Indianapolis roads are being washed 
by back-water, which extends up Mill Creek. All 
of the lines have been more or less damaged 
from the washing of the road beds, and 
have massed the rolling stock on the bigh- 
est switches. Nearly all the yard-room is 
under water, and no freight can be delivered 
or received. Freight was taken today in 
small amounts by the Ohio River boats, 
but business on the lines is almost 
atastand-still. The Cincinnati and Eastern Rail- 
way has lost half a mile of trestle-work, which car- 
ried the road over the bottom just east of the 
city. The trestle was built on a_ scanty 
foundation and literally floated away. A tow- 
boat was to-night brought into requisition, 
and the greater part of the trestle was caught 
and tied up sa third of a mile below 
the line of the road. The ties and iron were se- 
cured, but the timbers are, for the most part, lost. 
The damage is most serious for the reason that there 
is no other line by which trausit over this road can 
be brought into the city. A large number of 
connections will have no way of reaching the 
city, and the company will be compelied 
to stop work on its extensions until the break is 


; repaired and iron ties and other material can be 


obtained from connecting lines in the city. 
Through the bottom of the city there are serious 
losses from the fleods in cellars. The water 
rushes up through the sewers and has filled 
nearly all the cellars on Water, Front, and 
Second streets for more thana mile. Goods have 
been removed to the upper floors or been greatly 
damaged. One cellar contained 3.000 _ bar- 
rels of salt, which was removed in a 
damaged condition. Inthe Duckworth Distillery 16,- 
000 barrels of whisky are floating about in the water. 
Several distillers built up embankments about 
their establishments, and have thus partially kept 
our the water. The gardeners along the Mill Creek 
and Little Miami bottoms have been driven out 
and will suffer serious losses. Many dwel- 
tings are submerged, and it is estimated 
that 800 families have beep either driven out of 
their houses or else have taken refuge 
in the upper ste#es. By a curious coincidence 
the present flood reaches an alarming height to- 
day. It was on the same day of the month, Feb. 
20, 1882. that the greatest flood in the his- 
tory of the city occurred, Just 50 years 
ago. Should the water go as hich as it did then it 
will flood the gas works and water-works, and do 
incalculable damage. There is still a margin of 
eight feet before the mark of 50 years ago is reached. 


Manpison, Ind., Feb. 20.—The Ohio River at 
this point is overflowing its banks, causing a sus- 
pension of business along the river front, and do- 
ing much damage to property. The river is still 
rising two inches per heur, and a drizzling rain is 
still falling. 

St. Lovuts, Feb. 20.—Rain has fallen pretty 
steadily and heavily here since Saturday morning. 
Nearly six inches have fallen, and much damage 
has been done. All trains were from four to eight 
hours late in arriving this morning. At Cave Cliff, 
on the Iron Mountain Railroad, there is an exten- 
sive wash-out, and two passenger trains which left 
the Union Depot last night were obliged to lay 
over all night at Carondelet, and are still there. 
A scaffold erected for the use of workmen 
while repairing the St. Charles bridge, on 
the Wabash Railroad, was washed away 
by the sudden rise in the Missouri 
River this morning. The river has risen about 10 
feet since yesterday. The rise was so unexpected 
that much freight, which was lying on the levee 
near the old Short Line, was swept away. All 
other property has been moved further up the 
bank or taken away altogether to-day,so that no 
further damage can be done. The east-bourd 
trian on the Ohio and Mississippi Railroad and the 
west-bound train on the Missouri Pacific Railwa 
were the only trains which departed to-day. All 
trains on the other roads have returned on account 
of wash-outs. 

A special from St. Charles says that the three 
temporary spans and the two wooden piers sup- 
porting the middle trestle of the St. Charles bridge 
were carried away at 2 o'clock this afternoon. The 
eastern Howe truss spas and supporting pier are 
still standing. The river is rising rapidly and rain 
is falling continually. 


St. CHARLES, Mo., Feb. 20.—The Missouri 
River rose seven feet between Sunday evening and 
this morning and the country around is much 
flooded by rain. The track of the Wabash, St. 
Louis and Pacific Railroad between here and St. 
Peters is flooded. 


CuicaGo, Feb. 20.—There was a heavy rain- 
fall on the lines of the Chicago and Alton, Wabash, 
St. Louis and Paeific, Chicago, Burlington and Quin- 
cy ard Indianapolis and St. Louis Railways in 
South-western Illinois last night and this morn- 
ing. The grades and tracks of all their lines 
are washed out at many places, and 
through trains between Chicago and St. Louis 
have been suspended. The Chicago and Alton 
Road sent its sleepers to-night by way of the Ili- 
nois Central Railway. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., Feb.‘ 20.—The river has 
risen one inch in the last 24 hours. A violent wind 
from the west, followed by heavy rain, prevailed 
a evening. It is still raining and turning 
cooler. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 20.—There has 
been an almost continual fall of rain here for the 
last 48 hours. Trains from 8t. Louis on the Indian- 
apolis and St. Louis and Vandalia Railroads, due 
here at 5 o'clock this evening, were five and six 
hours late, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The Chief Signal 
Officer furnishes the following special river bulletin 
to the press: The Ohio River is above the danger 
line at Cincinnati 8 feet 9 inches, with 11 inches rise 
since yesterday afternoon; at Louisville, 5 feet 3 
inches, with 21 inches rise. The Mississippi is above 
the danger line at Cairo 5 feet 11 inches, with 4 
inches rise; at Memphis 11 inches and stationary; 
at Vicksburg, 3 feet 2 inches, with linch rise. The 
rain-fall during the ae two days in this basin is as 
follows ininches: Pittsburg, .64: Columbus, 1.89; 
Cincinnati, 1.52: Indianapolis and Louisville, 2.50; 
Nashville, .31; Memphis, .47; Springfield, Ill., 3.75; 
St. Louis, 5.30; Leavenworth, .49; Cairo, .06; Fort 
Gibson, .41; Fort Sill, 1.07; Dennison, 1.81; Little 
Rock, 1.58; Shreveport, 1.70. Very heavygrains are 
indicated for the Lower Mississippi and Ohio ba- 
sins to-day accompanying the passage of the storm 
new central in Arkansas and Indian Territory to 
the north-east ward.

THE REV. SAMUEL JOHNSON. 

The Rev. Samuel Johnson, one of the earliest 
champions of human freedom in this country, 
died at North. Andover, Mass., Sunday evening. 
He was born in Salem, Mass., Oct. 10, 1822, and was 
graduated at Harvard in 1842, After graduation in 
the Academic Department, he entered the Divinity 
School, where he remained ‘or one year. In 1858 
he became Pastor of a free church in Lynn, Mass., 
where he officiated for some years. He was promi- 
nent as an anti-slavery agitator, a brilliant writer, 
a profound thinker, and an eloquent speaker. His 
work in literature was principally in the depart- 
ment of hymnology, where he was associated with 
the Rev. Samuel Longfeliow in a “Book of 
Hymns,” of many of which he was the author. In 
1868 he published a work entitled the ‘* Worship of 
Jesus; but the work of his life was one on 
‘Oriental Religions’ that he never finished. 
The first volume, on the ‘Religions of 
India,” appeared in Boston in 1872, and 
the second volume, on the “Mongolian Re- 
ligions,” Jater, It was his purpose to show the re- 
lations of these isolated systems to universal reli- 
gion. In the anti-slavery movement Mr. Johnson 
was the sympathetic coworker of William Lloyd 
Garrison and Wendell Phillips, but he was naturally 
of shy and bashful disposition, and did not take a 
leading position before the people. Earnestly as 
he advocated the movement from his pulpit, and 
strong as was the moral support he gave it. his 
personality was one of the least familiar popularly 
in its advoeacy. In his religious views Mr. John- 
son belonged to the Theodore Parker school of 
thinkers, and was never absolutely identified with 
any denomination, although his bias was Unitarian. 
He was by birth a cousin of Theodore Parker, and 
appears to have taken his philosophical method of 
dealing with religious issues as his model. About 
12 years ago he resigned his pastorate of the Lynn 
Free Church, and has since devoted his attention to 
religious and philosophical literature. He was 
never married.

MR. SHEFFIELD’S BEQUESTS. 
VALUE OF THE ESTATE—ONE-SEVENTH LEFT 
TO THE SCIENTIFIC SCHOOL, 
Nrw-Haver, Feb. 20.—The will of the late 
Joseph E. Sheffield, admitted to probate this morn- 
ing, contains important bequests of a public char- 
acter. It is dated April 20, 1875. William Boord- 
man, of Cleveland, Ohio; George St. John Sheffield, 
ton of the decedent, and William Walter Phelps 
are named as Executors. Mr. Phelps, the Minister 


© Austria, is son-in-law of the late Mr. Sheffield, as 


asis Mr. Boordman. The son, Mr. Sheffield, is a 
droker in New-York. The will gives to the Berkely 
Divinity School at Middletown, Conn., $100,000 in 
the stock of the Northampton Railroad Company. 
The homestead on Hillhouse-avenue and property 
adjotuing are given to the Sheffield Scientific 
School, subject to the life interest of the widow 
and one son, the nag d being now 83 years of 
age. After deducting these bequests, one-seventh 
of the estate is left to the Sheffield school. The 
homestead property is very valuable intrinsically, 
out hasa special and peculiar value by reason of 
its contiguity tothe two large buildings and the 
ground already belonging to the school. It fronts 
in Hillhouse-avenue, the most beautiful street in the 
city. On the lawn infront of the house stands a 
magnificent fountain madein Kurope, and brought 
to this place at great sEperee. On the opposite 
tide of the avenue stands the large stone building, 
the Roman Catholic Church of St. a parish. 
Qn the same avenue resides Profs. Silliman and 
Dana and President Porter, ot Yale College. At 
the upper end of the avenue, on an eminence, sur- 
rounded by a magnificent grove, is the homestead 
of the late James Hillhouse, the anthor of the 
school fund of this State, and in his day a poet of 
reputation, 

t is impossible to estimate the value of the prop- 
erty left by Mr. Sheffield, as much of it is in West- 
ern lands and in railroad securities, but it 1s be- 
lieved that the Sheftield Schoo! will realize from 
the bequests certainyy not less than $500,000— 
probably more. The late Mr. Sheffield had six 
children, and it is conjectured from the wording of 
his will that he treated the Sheffield School as 
though it were a seventh child. In addition to the 
provisions mentioned there are a few private be- 
quests,

SHCRETARY KELSEY’S FEES, 
SHE FACTS OF THE CASE THAT WILL BE 
DECIDED THURSDAY. 

TRENTON, Feb. 20.—The Supreme Court, 
which meets in this city to-morrow, will deliver on 
Thursday morning its judgment in the case of the 
State against Henry C. Kelsey, the Secretary of 
State, to recover about $30,000 of moneys which, it 
is alleged, Mr. Kelsey has drawn from the State 
Treasury for fees not authorized by thelaw. Five 
or six years ago Mr. Kelsey had just finished a 
term of service as Secretary of State and Gov. 
Bedle had renominated him forthe position. Mean- 
while, the Legislature had passed an act authoriz- 
tng the publication of the laws in the newspapers, 
und directing Mr. Kelsey to supply the copies of 
the laws of each session to a very large num-. 
ber of papers in all parts of the State. The 
act imposing this duty fixed his compensa- 
tion for this service at $1,000 per year. 
It was not until after Mr. Kelsey had been sworn 
in for the new term that the Governor affixed his 
Signature of approval to the act. In discharging 
the duty imposed by the act, Mr. Kelsey had copies 
of the laws printed in slips and then distributed the 
slips to the various papers. The compensation of 
$1,000 per year was thought to be sufiicient for the 
additional labor involved, but it was found that 
he had charged the State by the folio for each slip 
of the laws sent out, his charges being $30,000 dur- 
ing the five years of his term. The Republican 
Legislature of last year directed that suit be 
brought against Mr. Kelsey to recover the 
difference between what the act had al- 
lowed and what he had drawn. Mr. Kelsey 
defended his bill on the ground that an old act of 
1846 had fixed his compensation for that kind of 
work; and that as tke act fixing his compensation 
at $1,000 had not been approved until after he had 
commenced his new term, it could not regulate his 
pay. the Constitution forbidding an inerease or 
iminution of his compensation during the term 
for which he had been elected. The State contend- 
ed that Mr. Kelsey could not accept that part of 
the act assigning the duty and disregard t hat part 

pf it fixing the pay.

NEW-HAVEN CONFECTIONERY. 
THE GIRL ONLY MADE SICK BY THE ROCK 
AND RYE DROPS. 

New-Haven, Feb, 20.—The City Attorney 
has not yet taken official proceedings under the 
fiquor license laws against §panutius, the Grand- 
street confectioner, who, it is alleged, sold the con- 
fectionery called rock and rye drops. The case of 
the young girl, 14 years of age only, was re- 
ported by a worthy member of the Board 
>t Associated Charities, Mr. Dann, of the New- 
Haven Folding-chair Company, to the Rey. Mr. 


Mossman, an active workerin the Soctety for the 
Prevention of Crime. The latter gentleman has 
been prominent in the matter of objecting to 
licenses for liquor-dealers who have not been 
Rpproved by the society. The question as to 
whether confectioners selling rock and rye candy 
are guilty of a misdemeanor unless they have 
taken out a liquor license cannot be settled unless 
s case is made for the courts, Since the matter 
has been brought to the attention of the Prosecut- 
tng Attoroey it is claimed that the girl who pur- 
chased the confectionery was made sick, the story, 
so far as intoxication is concerned, being modified 
somewhat. New-Haven confeetioners do not be- 
lieve that they will be compelled to take outa 
liquor license for the sale of candy containing or 
favored with brandy or other alcoholic liquors.

PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATORS’ PAY. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 20.—The Legislative 
Salary question, raised by the Hon. Charles 8. 
Wolfe, was decided by the Supreme Court in favor 
of the legislators, who wil! now receive the extra 
$500. The question before the court was in rela- 


tion to the construction to be placed upon the 
word salary, which occurs in section 8 of the Con- 
stitution: ‘** The members of the General Assembly 
shall receive such salary and mileage for regular 
Band special occasions as shall be fixed by law, and 
no other compensation whatever tor service upon 
committee or otherwise.’’ The question, which 
was really raised in 1874, when an act was 
passed giving the legislators $1,000 and $10 
& day extra for every day’s service over 109, 
not exceeding 50, was not brought before 
the courts for determination until 1881, when 
Attorney-General Palmer decided that the extra 
per diem allowance was unconstitutional. On the 
etrength of this opinion State Treasurer Butler re- 
fused to pay over to tho legislators more than 

1,000. In order to reach the Treasurer by man- 
damus the legislators quickly passed an act giving 
the Court of Common Pieas of Dauphin County 
jurisdiction to issue writs of mandamus to State 
officers. Under this a petition was presented by 
Charles S. Wolfe asking for a mandamus to compel 
the payment of the extracompensation. The Dau- 
phin County court, in an opinion by Juage Pear- 
f0n, refused to grant a peremptory mandamus, 
holding that the word “salary” in the Constitution 
meant fixed round sum for speeific term, and that 


the $1,000 was the salary which the members were 
entitled to, und that therefore the extra per 
diem compensation, being above and beyond the 
salary, infringed the Constitution. An appeal was 


taken to the Supreme Court, and to-day a decision 
was rendered reversing the decision of the Dauphin 
County court.

UNHEALTHY STATE OF BUFFALO. 
SHOWING IT TO BE THE CITY'S FAULT AND 
POINTING OUT REMEDIES. 

Burra.o, N. Y., Feb. 20.—At an adjourned 
meeting of the Board of Health to-day, the Health 
Physician, Dr. W. C. Phelps, pursuant to instruc- 
tions received a week ago, presented the following 
report: 


“ At your last reguiar meoting, in a statement to 
pee regarding the health of our city and its stand- 
ngin this regard among the cities of the United 
States, I was obliged to say that Buffalo ranked as 
not.a healthy city. You ordered me to present in 
writing my authority for the assertion and to point 
out if possible the causes which have produced the 
unusual mortality reported to your board, in 
order that proper measures may be adopted 
to diminish our unvecessarily large death-rate. My 
authority is the National Board of Health, of 
Washington. As you are aware, all our important 
cities and towns make a weekly or monthly report 
to the National Board of Health of ull deaths and 
their causes. These reports are tabulated in a 
bulletin, which is largely distributed throughout 
this and other countries. In the bulletin un- 
der the date of Jan. 21, 1882, which 
had but just come to hand, the number 
of deaths to each thousand of population which 
had occurred in 147 reporting ¢gities and towns in 
the United States for the 138 weeks ending Oct. 1, 
1881, Buffalo was shown to have lost by death 29.1. 
This was exceeded by only two Northern cities, 
namely, St. Paul, Minn., 41.6. and Salt Lake City, 
Utah, 48.7. The mortality of St. Paul is probably 
accounted for when we consider it has the reputa- 
tion of having a climate favorable to eonsumptives, 
and that of Salt Lake City should be charged to 
polygamy. Of Southern cities four show a larger 
mortality than Buffalo. These are Norfolk, Va., 
44; Charleston, S. C., 42.7; Rome. Ga., 40.2 Bruns- 
wick, Ga., 47. Dr. Heath, Marine Hospital Surgeon, 
stationed at Buffalo, stated to me that when on a re- 
cent visit to Washington he met the Secretary and 
members of the National Board of Health, who 
said that they were much surprised at the large 
death-rate of Buffalo, and asked him for an ex- 
planation of it. 

“The explanation, I think, is not difficult, and, 
happily, it can be remedied. Buffalo should be 
what we once supposed it was—one of the health- 
fest cities in our land. Ourelimateis delightful 
and healthful, excepting during two or three 
Spring months. The land upéa which it is built is 
sufficiently high to give good drainage. Our 
water is not excelled in quality, and in quantity 
it is absolutely inexhaustible. What, then, are 
the causes that run up our mortality rate 
ascompared to other and jess favorably situated 
cities? As chief causes I would mention insuffi- 
cient sewerage, and, as a natural consequence, 

oisoned well-water; the keeping of a large num- 

er of cattle crowded together in poorly ventilated 
buildings; overcrowded schoolrooms, and lastly 
the Hamburg Canal. Perhaps many citizens have 
placed my last-mentioned cause first as a destroyer 
of life. have placed it last advisedly, believ- 
ing as do that it produces less 
sickness and death than the others 
named. It is, however, a great nuisance and 
undoubtedly causes a large amount of sickness, 
The remedies are self-evident, and only require 
money intelligently expended. 1 would provide a 
way to thoroughly sewer every part of the city, 
then close up every well and —— the digging 
of any new ones. This would necessitate the in- 
troduction of Niagara water into every house. 
Oblige citizens to keep their houses and surround- 
ings clean. Prohibitthe keeping of large numbers 
of cattle or other animals in the populated 
portions of the city. Build more aschool- 
nouses and push forward to early completion the 
intercepting sewer. Nothing that I have suggested 
is impracticable, and unless these suggestions are 
carried out in whole orin part, Buffalo may some 
day rival in the death-rate Salt Lake City, with 
its polygamous institutions. Since writing the 
above I have received another bulletin under the 
date of Feb. 4, which contains a statement of 
deaths for 13 weeks, ending Vec. 31, 1881. Buffalo, I 
am happy to state, appears to better advantage than 
in the previous one, owing, no doubt, to the effect 
of cold weather on material producing disease 
germs. This decrease of mortality is the strongest 
possible argument in favor ‘of my recommenda- 
tions, forit shows that our unusual mortality is 
caused by agencies that eold represses. A proper 
regard for weil-known sanitary laws would pro- 
duce the same results, and we are therefore forced 
to the conciusion that our unhealthy condition is 


our own fault.”

IN A SMALL-POX HOSPITAL, 


THE ADVENTURES OF AN ELIZABETH MAN 
IN THE PEST-HOUSBE., 

A meeting of the Elizabeth Board of Health 
was held on Sunday under peculiar circumstances. 
Some time ago the son of Angus B. Atwood was 
stricken with small-pox, and as it was the first ease 
of smali-pox, and the only one, in the city, Eliza- 


beth people were much interested in it. When the 
boy was attacked by the disease his father went 
with him to the Small-pox Hospital. He is Super- 
intendent of the Fulton-Street Methodist Suuday- 
school, and is in a business besides that brings 
him in eontact with many persons, and for fear 
that he might spread the infection, he was re- 
quested to remain in the hospital. But he be- 
wailed the necessity that kept him there so con- 
tinually that he was giyen a disinfecting bath, sup- 

lied with new clothing, and released, and the 
Sess mother was left to attend him. On Sunday 
morning a man was seen going into the hospital, 
and Keeper McDede, of the Alms-house, notified 
the physician in charge. When the Doctor went 
with a friend tothe hospital, Mrs. Butler, the nurse, 
denied that any man had entered, but after a long 
search Atwood was found locked up in the room 
with his son, who, under the care of hig mother, is 
recovering. The physician told Atwood that he 
would not be allowed to leave the building till his 
son bad been discharged, and forthwith calied the 
members of the city Board of Health together to 
consider the matter. They meton Sunday after- 
noon. The City Attorney guveit as his opinion 
that the board had full authority to imprison 
the father ia the hospital till such time as he could 
safely be sent forth into the community again. 
But, on motion of Mr. Whelan, it was afterward 
ordered that Atwood should again be disinfected 
anti discharged on condition that he would agree 
to remain away: but the City Attorney was direct- 
ed to prosecute him for violation of a city ordi- 
nance in visiting the pest-house, the penalty being 
$100 or 10 days’ imprisonment, or both. The orders 
of the board were carried out, and Atwood was set 
at liberty again. 


A LADY'S DISAPPEARANCE. 


LOST IN BROOKLYN ON FRIDAY AND FOUND 
IN NEW-YORK YESTERDAY. 


An advertisement appeared yesterday ina 


morning newspaper announcing the disappearance 
on Friday evening last from South Brooklyn of a 


woman, whose dress was described. The lady was 
seen to step on a Hamilton-avenue ferry-boat, and, 
as she was not seen to get off at the New-York 
side, it was supposed by her husband that she had 


committed suicide, Capt. Campbell, of the First 


Precinct, Brooklyn, was of a different opinion. He 
predicted that the woman would turn up all right, 


and his prediction was verified yesterday afternoon 
by a dispatch, dated New-York, from her husband 
saving he had found his wife. The Captain, who 
knows something of the circumstances of the ease, 
said to a Trmxs reporter yesterday that it was 


a very sad one. The lady is most amiable 


and aceomplished, and when inher right minda 
model wife. She issubject, however, to a nervous 
affection in the head which for the time dethrenes 


her reason and gives her all the appearance of in- 
toxication. Twice while suffering in this mamner 
sbe has attempted to commit suicide, and on two 
occasions she was arrested by the_ Police 
of the First Precinct on a charge of intox- 
ication. Capt. Campbell happened to be in

MANSLAUGHTER 1N THE THIRD DEGREE. 

A colored man named Samuel Thomas was 
arraigned in the Court of Oyerand Terminer yes- 
terday upon an indictment for murderin the scc- 
ond degree. He shot another colored man, named 


Isaae Wilroy, in a liquor-saloon in West Thirtieth- 


street, near Seventh-avenue, on New Year's Day. 
His counsel offered a plea of mansiaughter in the 
third degree, and Judge Barrett, after an inspec- 
tion of the papers. agrved with Assistant District 
Attorney Requier that the plea should be accepted. 
The facts in the case were that Isaac Wilroy tried 
to injure Thomas with weapots before the latter 
fired the fatal shot. Judge Barrett sentenced 
Thomas to imprisonment for three years, The ex- 
treme penalty for manslaughter in the third degree 


is four years’ imprisonment.

MARYLAND FISH-OULTURE. 


—_a——— 
THE REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER—PROP- 
AGATION OF SALT-WATER FISH. 

The appropriation given by the State of 
Maryland for fish-oulture being equally divided be- 
tween two Commissioners, one for the Eastern, 
the other for the Western, Shore, Major T. B. 
Ferenson presents in his report an account of the 
work accomplished by him on the Western Shore. 
In his particular department, during 1880, 1,500,000 
shad and 690 carp have been distributed in waters 
wholly within the Western section, though the 
benefits to be derived from these fish are perhaps 
as advantageous to one part of'the State asto 
the other. In relating the operations of the year 
1879 Major Ferguson shows the marked increase 
of shad for that year near the head of Chesapeake 
Bay and in the Potomac. During the Spring of 
1880 this increase was even more decided, and the 
catch not only exceeded very largely the returns 
forany one of several previous years, ‘but also 
and in amarked degree the catch of 1879, the year 
immediately preceding.” 

In collocting the statistics of the Census Bureau 
for 1880, Col. McDonald has shown quite con- 
clusively how the shad at the head of the bay 


and in the Susquehanna have increased during the 
last ll years. Taking the average catch of the last 
11 years, it was 581,357. During the first five years 
it was 687,800, and during the next five years 518.- 
200. But in 1880 the shad caught numbered 614,000, 
there having beena gradual increase ever since 
1876, when the effects of fish-culture became at 
once apparent, <A very interesting diagram 1s pre- 
sented in the report of the comparative yields of 
the Potomuc and Susquehanna Rivers. The Sus- 
quehanna having had the advantage of one year’s 
artificial propagation, first shows an ascending 
curve. 

The Fish Commissioner of Maryland. who has 
taken the lead in many investigations of a special 
character, has had his attention particularly di- 
rected toward the propagation of salt-water fish, 
and he thinks that they may be treated successfully 
in the same way as are the anadromous fish. The 
eggs of the mackerel having been carefully exam- 
ined, it was determined that these scombers, ina 
ripe condition, may be secured in Chesapeake Bay. 
Not a great muny years ago mackerel were cap- 
tured as far up the bay as Baltimore, where they 
are now absert. The eggs are lighter than water, 
and float on the surface, and a particular appara- 
tus will be needed for their hatching, but there 
seems no great difficulty in constructing such spe- 
cial apparatus, as Mayor Ferguson states that some 
experimental methods had been found ‘‘to act most 
satisfactorily.” 

Prof, Baird’s experiment in 1878, when under his 
directions the United States Fish Commission at 
Gloucester hatched many cod, and introduced 
them into the harbor there, proves conclusive- 
ly what a great future there is for sea fish cul- 
ture. There may arise certain modifications in the 
method of propagating sea fish in which they 
differ from fresh-water fish in a general way, but 
from such information as has been derived direct- 
ly from Prof. Baird it is quite certain that this 
modification in the hatching of sea fish is quite a 
minor matter and is already quite weil understood 
by the commission. 

During the year some 59,000 young salmon, com- 
ing from eggs taken from Penobscot River salmon, 
were introduced into Maryland waters, in addition 
to 17,000 land-locked salmon, with 165,000 of the 
California salmon and 58,000 California trout. Carp- 
culture in Maryland seems to have been wonder- 
fully successful. In some favored localities 
in the United States, either from climate or food, 
the carp seems to do betterthanin Germany. It 
grows more rapidly, matures more quickly; and 
writing of the distrinution of carp made in 1880, 
Major Ferguson thinks that some of them will be 
likely to spawn this year. In this report are to be 
founda number of letters from reeipients of carp, 
who are entbusiastic over their fish. In one case 
fish not more than an inch and a half long, received 
in November of 1879, had in 1880 grown to be “10 
inches in length.’’ One correspondent at Belair, 
Hartford County, Md., received fish 3 inches long, 
weighing half an ounce, in May, 1879, tromthe Druid 
Hill Hatchery-house, and exhibited one on the llth 
of October, 1880, which weighed 244 pounds. In 
the report may be found a very thorough deserip- 
tion of carp ponds and how they should be con- 
structed. 

The work formerly undertaken by Fish Commis- 
sioners of States was restricted entirely to fish, 
but to-day oyster-culture enters into their duties 
Before the absolute propagation of the oyster can 
be undertaken the attention of the State officers 
must be directed toward a study of the oyster 
beds, and they must find out to what causes the 
deerease of the mollusks may be due. All the sur- 
roundings of the oyster have to be understood, 
what are its enemies. A scientific examination of 
the mollusk, its methods of propagation, must be 
undertaken. In Mayor Ferguson's report of 1879 
the exceedingly interesting work began by Prof. 
Brooks was given, and in the present report are 
presented the researches of Prof. Jobn A. Ryder 
onthe same subject. Of the importance of the 
work there can be no doubt, as we find from the 
census deseriptive of oystering in 1879-80, in 
Maryland, that no less than 3,275 people found em- 
ployment, that $2,538,000 was used in the business, 
which gave 10,569,000 bushels of oysters. 

Major Ferguson's reports are always among the 
most interesting of similar summaries of fish-cul- 
ture work, for in addition to abeolute practical de- 
tails there Is always to be found sefentific research 
of a novel character. The ground to becovered by 
fish-culture in Maryland isa very wide one. From 
its configuration. its numerous large rivers, its bay, 
which divides the State, Maryland presents the 
rarest opvortunities for the general propagation of 
both fresh and salt water fish. There is no doubt 
that as the seience of fish-culture grows, Mary- 
land will become that great nursery from whence 
material will be derived for the stocking of many 
of the rivers and seas in the adjoining States.

A GOLD BADGE PRESENTED TO HIM 
ANOTHER TO ROUNDSMAN 
BERGER, 

About 100 public-spirited citizens of the 
Twenty-ninth Precinct assembled in the Knicker- 
boger Cottage, in Sixth-avenue, last evening, and 
preparations were quickly made to receive Police 
Captain Alexander S. Williams and Roundsman Max 
F. Schmittberger, who were to be presented with 
diamond studded badges for the excellent work 


performed by them in tracking and securing the 
arrest of the murderers of Louis Hanier, the 
Frenchman who was killed in his store in West 
Twenty-sixth-street. Shortly after 8 o’clock the tall, 
muscular Captain, and his chief assistant, Rounds- 
man Schmittberger entered the room set apa.t 


for the ceremonies, and were greeted with hearty 


cheers. Ex-Judge Samuel Jones, who had been 


selected as the spokesman for the citizens, in a 
complimentary speech, presented the badges to 
the Captain and the Roundsman. The ex-Judge 


said he then had the pleasure of meeting the cour- 


ageous and able Captain for the first time, and that 


he felt highly honored in belng called upon to 
address him. The conduct of the Captain and 


his Roundsman in ferreting out the murder- 
ers of poor Hanier was worthy of the 
highest praise, and the citizens of the precinct were 
glad of the opportunity to testify their apprecia- 


tion of the services rendered. With such a man as 
Capt. Williams in command of the Police of that 
precinct the citizens had reason to consider them- 
seives in ood bands, and they further 
congratulated themselves upon the fact that 
notwithstanding the severe attacks made 
at various times upon the Captain’s administration 
of Police affairs in the Twenty-ninth Precinct he 
bad safely passed through the ordeal, and proved 


that he is without a superior for courage, discreet- 
ness, and good judgment in the Police Department 
of New-York. Ex-Judge Jones paid a high com- 
pliment to Rounasman Schmittberger for the 
shrewdness exhibited by him while aiding the Cap- 
tain In the search for Hanier's murderers. 

At the conelusion of the ex-Judge’s speech 
cheers were given for Capt. Williams and Rounds- 
man Schmittberger. The Captain said, im reply to 
the ex- Judge, that he scarcely knew how to thank 


the donors of the badge, He was certainly pleased 


beyond expression. He was aware he had been 
accused of many offenses, and among other 
things charged against him was the caving-in 
of the North River Tunnel last year. At 
this the assemblage laughed, and the Captain 
merely added that he had always tried to do his 
duty, and should continue to fight it out on that 
line. Roundsman Schmittberger briefly expressed 


his thanks, The popping of corks followed, and 


glasses of champagne were passed around. As the 


Captain does not drink intoxicating fluids, he 
smoked long nines while the party disposed 
of the wine. ‘The badge presented to the 
Captain is of handsome workmanship. The 
cross-bar at the top bears the word 
** Ability.”’ The face of the badge has 
his name and in the centre, in a small shield, isa 
large diamond. The other side of the badge has an 


inscription as follows: ‘Presented to Capt. Alex- 
ander 8, Williams by the citizens of the Twenty- 
ninth Precinct in appreciation of his services in the 
arrest of the murderers of Louis Hanier, 1882.” 
The badge presented to Roundsman Schmittberger 
is similar in style to that given to Capt. Williams. 
The cross-bar bears the words, ‘* Courage, Shrewd- 
ness,’’ and the face of the badge the Roundsman’s 
name. Inthe centre is a golden figure of a ferret 
bearing asplendid diamond. The other side of the 
badge has an inscription as follows: ‘* Presented 
to Roundsman Max F. Schmittberger by the citi- 
zens of the Twenty-ninth Precinct. in aeyreceston 
of the efficient discharge of his duty in the arrest 
of the murderers of Louis Hanier, 1882.’ After the 
presentation of the badges, Coroner Herrman was 
ealled upon for a speech. He paid a glowing 
tribute to the character of Capt. Williams, and 
was loudly applauded.

Jobn Cooke, one of the most prominent citi- 
zens Of Paterson, N. J., died in that sity yesterday 
in his fifty-eighth year, after a long and painful ill- 
ness, apparently the result of a general breaking 
up of the system.

TRAINMEN WANT HIGHER WAGES. 

The trainmen of the elevated roads met last 
evening in Clarendon Hall to discuss an applica 
tion to the Directors of the several roads forani - 
crease of the pay of the conductors, brakemen, 
and other servants of the roads. Col. F. K. Hain, as 
the representative of the corporations, has refused 
the request for advancement of wages. The meet- 
ing was called to order by the Chairman, Mr. John 
c. Cannon, who introduced ex-Senator T. C. E. 
Ecclesine. Mr. Ecciesine attributed, to a great ex- 
tent, the success of the elevated railruads 
to the faithfulness, intelligence, and _ sobri- 
ety of the traimen employed. He  dis- 
cussed the subject of capital versus labor, 
and concluded by saying that the employes of the 
the elevated roads were not adequately remune- 
rated, Mr. Lawson N. Fuller described in detail 
the birth of the rapid transit lines, and thought 
that when the returns of the roads admitted of it 
that the trainmen would receive an advance in 
wages. The meeting adjourned without taking 
a decided action on the subject, but retained the 
committees appointed at a former meeting to carry 
on the work of agitation.

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 20.—The case of Con- 
gressman George D. Wise and the Hon. H. H. Rid- 
dleberger and that of Mr. Riddleberger and Rich- 
ard F. Beirne, editor of the State, of this city, 
charged with violating the law in regard to duel 
ing, were again before the Hanover County Court 
to-day.
